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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 
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On the 5th March the Members of the Councils for 1887 and 
1888 met in the Board Room, when the management of the affairs of 
the Municipality was handed over to the present Council. 

Mr. Birser then on behalf of the outgoing Council expressed 
their warm appreciation of the eminent services which their Chairman, 
Mr. Woop, had rendered, not only to the Council, but to the whole 
Community, during their year of office. By far the heaviest part of the 
work done by the Council fell upon his shoulders, and if the past 
Municipal year had been a successful one, it was mainly due to the 
Chairman's untiring attention to all Municipal matters. He begged 
to be allowed to wish the incoming Council the same good fortune and 
success, 

Mr. Woop having thanked Mr. Breser and the Members of the 
old Council for this expression of their appreciation of his services, the 
two Councils proceeded to the Yard adjoining the Central Station, 
where the Police were drawn up for inspection. 

After inspecting the different branches of the Force, Mr. Woop, 43 
Chairman of the outgoing Council, addressed the men, reminding them 
that this was the third time that he and most of the Members of Council 
present had assisted at the inspection of the Police Force, and he was 
sure that they were all again very much satisfied with the appearance 
of the Force; but a more substantial cause of satisfaction was the 
efficient manner in which the duties of the Force were performed, which 
deserved the thanks not only of the Conncil but of the whole 
Community. 

He was glad that the relations between the Council and the Police 
Department were in such a pleasant position, and he hoped that they 
would continue so during the current year, 
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The Police were then dismissed, and the Members of Council for 
1888, after visiting the cells and constables’ quarters, which were found 
clean and comfortable, returned to the Board Room and proceeded to 
elect the following office-bearers to serve during the year :—

Mr. D, A. Danutne resigned his seat at the Board in June last, 
in consequence of his’ intended departure for Europe, and Mr. KE, 
Wueexery having agreed to serve was unanimously elected in his 
stead, and became a member of the Works Committee. 

Mr. R. pe Macuense resigned his seat in November, but the 
vacancy caused by his resignation was not filled up, 


DEFENCE MATTERS. 


The Volunteer Corps has maintained its efficiency throughout the 
year. In addition to the annual training there have been several evening 
parades at which small sham fights were arranged, and there was one 
field day in December in conjunction with a party from H.B.M, ships 
Heroine and Mutine. Although, as usual in such cases, it is always 
difficult and generally impossible to decide which side has the advantage, 
the advance made by the officers has been most marked, and a real and 
not unsuccessful attempt is now made by every one to carry on these 
fights in such a manner as to gain real instruction, 

Instruction with Morris tubes now forms part of the regular 
training of recruits, and the general standard of efficiency in pits 
gradually improved during the year. 

An unfortunate accident occurred during the summer at the range, 
resulting in the death of a Chinaman. With a view to doing away with 
the chance of such accidents in future, a contract was made for raising the 
stop butt, and the work was approaching completion on 31st December. 

Jn January, Captain Dartas,{who had been a member of the Corps 
since its formation in 1854 and who had commanded the battery of artillery 
for many years, resigned his Commission, and shortly afterwards Lieut, 
No&t was forced by pressure of business to resign also. This was 
a serious blow, because Captain Dantas had done so much for the 
battery that none of the members had realized the amount of time 
and trouble required to fill such a post, and the officers first elected found 
it impossible to devote the necessary time to their duties. It wags 
therefore thought advisable to appoint Mr. CLarxe as Acting Lieutenant 
in Command. In a few months the battery settled down into working 
order, and regular elections of officers took place in October. 
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In November, Captain Frercuer, R.A., kindly.came up from 
Hongkong and devoted some weeks to giving instruction to the Artillery, 
with the most beneficial results. 

Captain Dattas on his retirement received from the Council a 
Commission giving him honorary rank of Major, in consideration of his 
very long and valuable services. 2 

The usual training took place in March, ending with an Inspection 
as informer years. The following letters refer to this subject :— 


Shanghai, 17th January 1888, 


§rr,—The Annual Inspection of the Shanghai Volunteers is arranged to take 
place on the 81st March, and as the Municipal Council desire to have the report of 
® qualified officer upon the general efficiency of the Corps, I have the honour to 
inquire whether your Excellency will appoint an officer to come here to assist at 
the Inspection as you have been good enough to do in former years, 

By desire of the Major Commanding the Volunteers I have also the honour to 
request that you will allow the Corps during the training season next March the 
services of two Drill Sergeants, one for the Artillery and the other for the Infantry, 
the latter to be well up in the new musketry instruction and to remain here a 
short time after the Inspection on the 31st March, 

Should you be able to allow the Volunteers the services of these men, the 
Council will of course pay all expenses connected with their visit to Shanghai,

His Excellency desires me to add that he proposes sending Major Churchill 
up so as to arrive a few days before the Inspection, in order that he may have an 
opportunity of seeing and report the manner in which the instruction of the 
Corps is conducted.

Srr,—I have the honour to inform you that in accordance with instructions 
received from H.E, the Major-General Commanding in China and the Straits Set- 
tlements I proceeded to Shanghai to carry out the Inspection of the Volunteers of 
that Settlement, and now on my return from the performance of that duty I have 
the honour to forward my Report. ; 

Strength—The strength of the Corps is as shewn in the enclosed statement 
No. VIII, viz., 20 officers, and 235 non-commissioned officers, rank and file, inclu- 
ding 26 which also belong to the local Police Force, out of which there were on 
the Inspection Parade 19 officers and 177 non-commissioned officers, rank and file, 
whilst one officer (sick) and 34 non-commissioned officers, rank and file were 
absent with leave, and 24 absent without leave, 

The above statement shows a falling off of 16 members since the Inspection of 
of 1887, the Light Horse suffering a loss of 8, Artillery 5, No, 1 Company 11, while 
No. 3 Company has gained 8, and No, 2 remains the same, 

Light Horse What there are of the Light Horse are in a very fair state of 
efficiency, and are well handled by their Commanding Officer, Captain Hough, but 
they are far too weak to be able to carry out the duties that would be required of 
them in the event of the Corps being called out for active service. I am informed, 
and believe it to be the ease, that in the event of hostilities, the numbers would be 
very rapidly augmented by the return to the ranks of all those who have ever 
served in them, and that there would be no lack of Recruits, but as it takes time to 
train ponies to stand fire, and to keep together in the ranks, it would appear to be 
extremely desirable that a greater number should undergo that training in peace time, 
The majority of the ponies that I saw appeared to be fairly well in hand, the 
general turn out was smart, and the march past very creditable, The sword ex- 
ercise and pursuing practice were very fair, but the cuts and points require to be 
given with greater force, and with the edge of the sword more to the front, The 
charge in line was also fair, but has not been often practised. The dismounted 
practice was correctly performed, but was very much too slow. 

Iam glad to say the Light Horse are about to be equipped with gaiters in place * 
of long boots, which for various reasons will be a great improvement. I suggested 
to them that their swords should be slung from the saddle instead of from the body 
so that they might not be encumbered by them when performing dismounted work 
with the carbine. 

OF the 23 non-commissioned officers, rank and file it will be seen from the Return 
I, that only 8 are efficients, and that 4 were absent from Inspection without leave, 
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Artillery.—I regret to say that 14 of the Artillery out of 42 non-commissioned 
officers, rank and file, were absent without leave, so that one gun had no detachment, 
The turn out was good, as also was the march past. There were 4 guns, with 
2 ponies per gun, which appeared to be fairly handy except those belonging to one 

. gun, Arrangements have been made whereby 2 more ponies per gun can be pro- 
cured on hire when circumstances demand, but these are not sufficiently trained, 
and there is moreover a difficulty in obtaining European drivers, The Commanding 
officer, Capt. Lamond, seems well qualified for the post, and certainly knows his 
drill well. I would suggest that in future a non-commissioned officer should be 
sent to instruct the Artillery who is acquainted with the drill pertaining to field 
artillery, as also that of the gatling gun, as the Commandant states that those that 
have recently been sent have only known the drill connected with garrison artillery, 
I regret to say that the continual foggy and rainy weather prevented my witnessing 
any artillery gun practice. 

It will be observed that (vide Return II) of the 42 non-commissioned officers, 
rank and file there are seventeen non-efficients, and that eleven men belong to the 
local Police force. 

Infantry.—This year, owing to the inclemency of the weather, the Infantry 
have not been able to have as many battalion drills as usual, but allowing for this 
I consider their performance on parade, and their general’ steadiness highly 
creditable. I was much pleased by the-knowledge of their drill displayed by 
those officers who presented themselves for examination, and suggested to them 
the advisability of making themselves equally proficient in extended order drill, 
outpost duty and reconnaissance, subjects to which they have hitherto not devoted 
much attention, 

Musketry—The volley firing is, I regret to say, very indifferent, for 
although the volleys are fired by squads of ten men at a range of 300 yards at a 
6-foot square target, the average of hits is scarcely over 50 per cent, One squad 
only made 35 hits out of 100 rounds fired, and others only 39, 40 and 41, The 
best squad made 75, From what I saw on the Range I attribute this defective 
shooting to the bad positions adopted, and I urged them to devote more attention 
to preliminary instruction in this respect in order that good positions might be 
acquired at first, 


No, 2 Company is best with an average of 57 hits out of 100, 
No. 8 Company is 2nd with an average of 54 hits out of 100, 
While the average of No. 1 Co, is only 44, 


Out of 146 non-commissioned officers, rank and file, there are 28 non- 
efficients, 

Attack Practice—The attack practice was very creditably carried out by all 
concerned, and the Light Horse representing the defence were ably handled by 
Captain Hough, 
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Instructors—The Commandant reports that Sergeant Rankin, R.A., and 
Color Sergeant Everett, 2nd Northampton Regiment, who were sent to assist in 
the instruction of the Volunteers, have performed their duties to his entire 
satisfaction, 

Commandant,—\ consider the commanding officer, Major Morrison, remark- 
ably well posted in all matters connected with the Corps under his command, and 
his knowledge of drill, considering the very few opportunities he has of practising 
it, is uncommonly good, and the time and trouble he devotes to all details 
connected with the:Corps, coupled with his immense zeal and energy, render him 
a very valuable officer. ‘ 

General Remarks.—The drills of the Volunteers are all performed during the 
one month, and have this year been seriously interfered with by the most 
unfavourable weather, but in spite of this I consider that the good spirit and 
anxiety to learn which pervades all ranks enabled them to overcome the 
difficulties sufficiently to put in a very good appearance at the Inspection 
Parade,

Sir,—I am directed by His Excellency the Major-General Commanding in 
China and Straits Settlements to forward for your perusal the Report of the 
Officer who carried out the Inspection of the Shanghai Volunteers on the 7th 
April last, and Iam to express to you His Excellency’s pleasure at hearing that 
the Corps is on the whole in such a satisfactory state, 
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The Major-General is particularly gratified to hear that the knowledge of 
their drill possessed by all the officers, which he himself noticed at his own 
Inspection two years ago, has been maintained, and considers it a subject for great 
congratulation that the Corps is commanded by such a zealous and valuable 
officer as Major Morrison. 


It would appear to be decidedly desirable that if possible the strength of the 
Light Horse should be increased, and the suggestion is submitted for consideration 
as to whether it would not also be desirable that their drill should be that of 
Mounted Infantry instead of Cavalry, but he is very glad to ascertain that 
Captain Hough and those under his command performed the various evolutions 
required of them in a satisfactory manner. He would suggest the advisability of 
the ordinary hunting or swan-necked spur being substituted for the box spur 
‘now in use, and considers it a matter for regret that only 8 out of the mounted 
branch of the Corps have rendered themselves efficients, 


Tt is to be regretted 14 of the Artillery were absent from the Inspection 
without leave. " 


It is not a matter of any difficulty, in the event of his finding that his business 
matters compel him to abstain from attending the Inspection Parade, for a Volunteer 
to ask for the necessary leave of absence, but it should be considered a point of 
honour with every Volunteer to turn out for Inspection Parade whenever possible, 
and when not possible to point out the impossibility to his Captain, and request 
his permission to absent himself, in order that that high feeling of discipline so 
necessary in all Military matters should be thoroughly maintained. 


To avoid any possible mistake arising at a critical time, it would appear to be 
advisable that an understanding should now be arrived at, that those Volunteers 
who also belong to the Police Force will, in the event of the Volunteers being 
called out for active service, be held to serve in the latter, otherwise one gun will 
be rendered inefficient, as 11 of the Artillerymen belong to the Police, 


General Cameron is glad to notice that an advance has been made by the 
Infantry in the direction of Volley and Independent firing, and hopes that if the 
suggestions of the Inspecting Officer (regarding attention being paid to correct 
positions being acquired in the first instance) are attended to, a very marked 
improvement will be observed by the next Inspection, 

In conclusion the General hopes that both the Municipal Council and the 
Volunteers will take everything that is said in a kind and friendly spirit, his only 
object being to serve the interest of the Community, and he will always continue 
to take the same cordial interest, in the Corps which he has previously expressed, 
and if he can at any time do anything to further their advancement it will give 
him much pleasure to be able to do it. 
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If it is the desire of the Municipal Council that the report of the Inspecting 
Officer should be forwarded for the information of His Royal Highness the Field 
Marshal Commander-in-Chief, His Excellency will have much pleasure in carrying 
out their wishes, as was done on previous occasions,

Uniforms.—During 1888 the number of uniforms issued was 130, 
making a total of 973 since the commencement of the new system in 
1880. It was arranged that the contract for the supply of uniforms by 
the Hall & Holtz ©. Co., Ltd., should cease on 81st December, 
and a new contract from Ist Jinaeer 1889 was entered into with 
Messrs. Buck & Ramsay. 

Artillery Ponies.—Early in the year the 8 ponies ordered some time 
ago were delivered to the Council. Some of them did not turn out to be 
altogether suitable, and it was eventually determined to dispose of 4 and 
retain 4 only, that number being sufficient to take 2 guns to any part of 
the Settlement at a moment’s notice. Additional ponies have been hired 
as occasions required, from the Contractors who supply ponies for 
Municipal purposes. ‘This system, which has been often tried previously 
without success, now promises to work most satisfactorily, probably on 
account of the number of suitable ponies available for this purpose being 
larger than formerly. 

Ammunition, Arms, etc—The arms, ammunition, and accoutrements 
have been periodically inspected during the year and found in good 
order. 150 triangular bayonets were purchased to fit the old pattern rifles 
which had sword bayonets. As these rifles were lately repaired they are 
now available for use in the Corps. The following tables shew the stock 
of arms and ammunition on 31st December. A slight alteration has 
been made in the form of these tables by curtailing the size of the 
tables of arms and accoutrements and by re-arranging the table of am- 
munition and referring it to the table dated 31st December 1887 instead 
of to the last intermediate inspection as in former years. By this 
alteration the total ammunition expended during the year is shewn, and 
it will be seen by inspecting this table that 58,939 rounds of rifle and 
carbine ball “ammunition were expended, and that 171 rounds of various 
descriptions of projectiles were fired from the 9-pr. guns. The “ Stadt 
Amsterdam” ammunition was condemned and broken up in October.

Licutine. 


The lighting of the Settlements by gas and electric lamps has been 
continued during the year. 

Gas Lamps.—When making up the Budget the Council for 1887 
provided an additional sum of Tis. 1,000 for gas lighting, in the 
expectation that a considerable increase would require to be made in the 
number of gas lamps in the course of the year, but as this was found to 
be unnecessary the additional amount provided has not been expended. 


The total number of gas lamps is now 320, against 317 last year, 


and the contract with the Gas Company, which expired on the 
80th June, has been renewed for another year from the 1st July upon 
the same terms as before, 


Shanghai, 80th June 1888, 

Srr,—I am instructed to remind you that the agreement between the Council 
and this Company for lighting the Settlement terminated this day and to say that 
the Directors are willing to renew the agreement for the supply of gas necessary 
for lighting the streets at the reduced charge of $3 per lamp per month, for the 
year ending 30th June 1889. 

The other terms on which the Company serve the Public are to remain as at 
present, viz., subject to the fines as in the past for lamps being out, the labor 
lighting, extinguishing and cleaning the lamps, the yearly painting and general 
repairs free of cost, the number of lamps not to be less than the present number 
of 319 lamps.

The native population of the Settlement has gone on steadily 
increasing during the year, and the license fees which are almost 
exclusively paid by them, again show a fair excess over the estimates, 
amounting in all to about Ts. 4,800. 

The total amount collected has been Tis. 101,800, against Tls. 96,500 


last year, an increase of fully Tls. 5,300, principally derived from the fees’ 


on opium, and pawn-shops, livery stables, and jin-rik-shas. 

Opium-Shops.—A great many new places have been opened during 
the year, but most of them with only a very small number of lamps. 
The average number of shops licensed each month has been about 960, 
against 900 last year, and the fees amount to Tis, 29,300, against 
Tis. 27,500, or an increase of Tls. 1,800. 

Pawn-Shops.—The following is the number of shops which have 
been licensed for each quarter, and the fees amount to Tis. 4,900, against 
Tis, 3,470 last year. .

The receipts have exceeded the estimates by fully Tis. 1,500, 
principally owing to there having been an additional month in the last 
Chinese year, which has allowed of the fees being collected for five 
quarters this year instead of four as is usual. 

Tea-Shops.—Have increased considerably in number, about 800 
having been licensed each month, against 280 last year, and the fees 
amount to Tis. 3,200, against Tls. 2,800 in 1887. 

Carriages.—The increase in the native.population in the Settlement 
has caused a corresponding increase in the number of carriages plying 
for hire, and about 285 have been licensed each month, against 220 last 
year. The total number licensed during the year has been 2,810, 
against 2,640, and the fees collected amount to Tis, 8,800, against 
Tis. 8,100 last year. 
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Jin-rik-shas.—The number licensed each month has been over 
2,675, against 2,600 last year, and for the whole year 32,150, against 
51,450, whilst the fees amount to Tls. 34,900, against Tis. 34,000, 

Wheelbarrows.—At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers it was decided 
that the license fee for wheelbarrows should be raised to 1,000 cash each 
per month, and in making up the Budget the Council for 1887 estimated 
the amount to be received from this source at Tls. 7,000, but as it was 
found advisable to continue collecting the former fee of 400 cash per 
month, the receipts only amount to Tis, 6,150, against Tls. 5,650 last 
year. There has been a slight increase in the number plying in the 
Settlement, over 2,100 having been licensed each month, against 1,960 
last year, or 25,600 for the whole year, against 23,600 in 1887. At 
pages 136-139 of the report will be found a letter from the Taoutai to 
the Senior Consul, with reference to the proposed increase of the tax, 
and the minutes of what took place at a meeting with the Chinese 
authorities to discuss the subject. 

Native Water-Carts.—There are now only about 17 of these carts 
in use, against 20 last year, and the fees on them amount to Tis. 280, 
against Tls, 350. 

Cargo-Boats.—The fees collected amount to Tls. 6,000, against 
Tls. 6,045 last year, the number licensed remaining about the same as 
in 1887,

Forgicyens. 


The agreements entered into with fourteen members of the Force 
expire during 1889. Of the fifteen men who joined during 1888 six

came from England ; they are all men of some Police experience, having 
joined direct from the Salford and Manchester Forces, and I trust, after 
they have gained a knowledge of the -work required of them here, they 
will turn out trustworthy men, 

A serious accident happened at the Rifle Range in the month of 
June, when three foreign constables were there practising at the 500 yds. 
range; two Chinamen were shot—one fatally—the other was only 
slightly wounded. An inquest was held on the body of the man who 
was killed, by the Che-shien, whose verdict was, that the death was 
caused by pure accident, both men being in the country behind the 
butts,in the direct line from the firing-point. I can only account for the 
accident by supposing the bullet struck a stone and ricochetted over the 
mound. After considerable delay the family of the deceased agreed to 
accept compensation. 


Ispians anp Natives. 


These constables continue to perform their duty fairly well. The 
post duty performed by the Indian Constables is very trying, especially 
during the winter. 


Srartions, 


The new Lowza Station will be completed during the year 1889; 
it is a very substantial building and will accommodate all the Indians 
attached to the Central and Lowza Districts, as well as a number of 
Chinese, in addition to the Foreigners ; there is also accommodation for 
two married Sergeants. Gaol accommodation is also provided for 
Foreign prisoners and about 36 Chinese; this will greatly relieve the 
Hongkew Station, which has proved too small for the requirements 
during 1888. 

: Gaon. 


The weekly average of prisoners confined in the Municipal Gaols 
during 1888 was 114-23, against 95:38 in 1887, the highest number 
since I took charge of the Police Force; this is accounted for by the 
longer terms of imprisonment awarded to old offenders. The greatest 
number of prisoners confined at one time during 1888 was 182, and there 
were never less at any time than 100. a

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Crime. 


There has been no crime of a very serious nature to report during 
1888. Several hundred spurious coins of Japan, Hongkong and 
Mauritius were seized, and the coiner was arrested; a native detective 
and a Mixed Court runner were sent to Tai Tsang, where the whole of 
the coining plant was seized and brought to Shanghai. The coins 
were sufficiently well made to pass without detection if not carefully 
examined. 

The cases of larceny from dwellings have been considerably 
increased by charging men and women caught stealing water. 

In, 457 instances out of nearly 900 cases of burglary, house- 
breaking and larceny from dwellings reported, the doors or windows 


were either left open or insecurely fastened. 


Misceiangovs. 


The so-called English Settlement is now, with the exception of 
two or three small patches, completely built over, and, as a natural 
eonsequence, building operations have been going on briskly on the 
Hongkew side of the Soochow Creek, the only available outlet within 
the limits of the Settlements. Two new factories have been started on 
the Yangtszepoo Road and quarters for the workmen have been or are 
being erected. The building formerly intended as a Glass Works is also 
in course of alteration, Beyond the Yangtszepoo Creek the Cloth 
Cotton Mill is getting well advanced, beyond this again a large tract of 
ground between the road and the river has been, I understand, purchased 
by a company who intend to turn it into a garden for foreigners and 
natives. When all these undertakings are in full operation the traffic 
on the Yangtszepoo and Point roads will be largely increased, and 
consequently more men will be required to police these roads; to 
perform this duty efficiently a small section house to hold 15 or 20 men 
should be erected on the Yangtszepoo Road. 

During the year 1888 twenty-five thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-nine Natives and five hundred and seven foreigners have, for 
various offences, been brought under the notice of the Police; this does

“not include sixteen hundred and ninety-two wheelbarrow coolies 
whose licenses were suspended for overloading, obstruction, etc. mer 

One thousand eight hundred and ninety-one dogs have been 
captured, 

During the year, 32,180 Jin-rick-shas were licensed, the greatest 
number ever licensed in any one month being 2,962 in December. 

The total value of property reported stolen at the three stations 
was $54,678.59, from which must be deducted the false reports, reports 
of a doubtful nature, and value of property stolen outside the limits of 
the Settlements, amounting to $8,149.94, leaving the amount reported 
as stolen in the Settlemenfs at $46,528.65; out of this $28,726.48, or 
3/5ths have been recovered. 

In conclusion, I may mention that 631 new houses have been 
erected in the Settlement during 1888—268 in Hongkew and 363 in the — 
so-called English Settlement. .

ILLEGAL ARREST BY THE NATIVE AUTHORITIES, 
Shanghai, 25th February 1888, 

S1R,—I have the honour to inform you that on the 19th instant a native* 
woman, after having been unwell for some time, died from natural causes in the 
brothel No, 103, Canton road, On the 22nd instant the Che Hsien visited the 
house and after holding an inquiry into the cause of the death of the woman he 
ordered a man named Chun Hing Cho, and two girls named Ching Ling and 
Pang Sing, inmates of the brothel, to be arrested and taken into the city. 

As these arrests were made without any warrants having been issued, and 
without the assistance of the police, it will be evident to you that the Che Hsien 
has acted in direct contravention of the orders given by the Taotai in November, 
1885, that no arrests are to be made in the Settlement, except upon warrants duly 
signed and stamped by the Senior Consul, and with the assistance of the 
Municipal Police, 
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The Council will feel much obliged by your bringing this case to the notice of 
the Taotai, in order that steps may be taken at once to put a stop to these illegal 
arrests in the Settlements, .

The Inspector reports that during the past year the streets and 
alleys in the Settlements have been swept and cleaned twice daily, and 
the number of cart-loads of garbage collected has been, in the—

or an increase of 1,898 cart-loads, in addition to which 4,829 cart-loads 
of sand and mud have been collected from the side-channels in the two 
Settlements, 

Some difficulty is likely to be experienced shortly about the 
disposal of the sand, etc., collected in this Settlement, which formerly 
was utilized for filling-in and raising the low-lying vacant lots, but 
nearly all these have now been filled in and raised above the level of 
the roads in their neighborhood, so that there is no place left where 
the sand, etc., can be deposited. , 

In Hongkew there is still a good deal of ground to be raised, 
and numerous ponds to be filled in, but there would be a great risk of 
accidents in taking heavy iron carts filled with sand or mud across the 
bridges on the Soochow Creek, and the only other way is to have it 
taken in boats over to Pootung and deposited upon the low land 
there. 

There has been a considerable increase in the number of street- 
sinks during the last two years, owing to the number of new roads 
which have been made up and drained, but all have been cleaned 
regularly about every three weeks, 

A new urinal has been constructed against the old cemetery wall 
in the Kiukiang road, and a constant supply of water laid on to it. 
All the street-corners used by the natives for urinal purposes have been 
provided with surface cemented gutters, which are washed down twice 
daily, so that there is now no offensive smell from them. 
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The roads have been watered on 266 days in the course of the 
year, and each water-cart has been fitted with a very finely perforated 
pipe, so as to enable them to discharge a fine spray when a cls a small 
quantity of water is required. 

The night-soil contractor has performed his duties satisfactorily 
during the year ; very few complaints have been made about him or his 

 eoolies, but whenever a complaint has been made it has been attended to 
at once. 

The contract made with him in 1886 having expired on the 30th 
September, it was renewed for a farther term of two years. 

During the last 10 or 12 years all the garbage collected in this 
Settlement which could not be sold to the country people has been 
deposited upon the low land on the north bank of the Soochow Creek 
between the Chekiang road and the Stone Bridge, but as the Native 
Authorities have now decided to widen the Creek by dredging part of the 
foreshores, they have ordered all the garbage to be removed from it and 
prohibited any more from being deposited on the banks of the 
Creek, it will therefore be necessary in future to have it taken over in 
boats to Pootung and deposited upon the low land there, which will 
add considerably to the cost of its removal from the Settlement.

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We shall feel obliged if you can take any steps to abate the nuisance or to 
represent to the owners of these works the necessity of such alterations as will 
protect the adjoining occupiers from the inconvenience complained of.

The police have been instructed not to allow mafoos to carry open 
umbrellas over them when driving along the streets in the 
Settlement, 


Turowixe our Water on THE Roaps. 


Complaints having been made to the Council about the shop- 
keepers in the Maloo, who were in the habit of throwing out water on 
the roads, which frightened the ponies in passing carriages, and was 
likely to cause some serious accidents, instructions were given to the 
police to take immediate steps to stop this practice and to arrest and 
take to the Mixed Court any persons found doing so in any of the streets 
in the Settlements. 


Wueet-Barnows. 


As complaints continued to be made during the early part of this 
year about the unwieldy size of the packages carried on wheel-barrows, 
it was decided to reduce still further the dimensions of the packages 
allowed to be carried, and the following notice was issued last June :— 


Wheel-barrow Regulations. 

The following regulations limiting the loads allowed to be carried on Wheel- 
barrows to certain weights and dimensions, are published for general informa- 
tion :— 

No Wheel-barrow shall be allowed to carry more than 6 half-chests Tea, or 8 
boxes Kerosine Oil, or 20 half-boxes Soap 30lbs, each, or 10 boxes Soap 52lbs, 
each, or 2 bales American Piece Goods, 
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The width of the packages must not exceed 4 feet, that is, 2 feet on each side 
of the Barrow, 

No packages however light can be carried if they in any way obstruct the 
Coolie from seeing clearly over and on all sides of them, 

No packages can be carried of a cumbersome or unwieldy size which may be 
likely to cause an obstruction on the road or be dangerous to the passengers or 
carriage traffic, 

No Wheel-barrow shall be allowed under any circumstances to carry more 
than 450 catties or 600Ibs. dead weight. 


MARKET BRANCH. 


The Inspector reports that during the past year the markets and 
butchers’ shops from which foreigners get their supplies have been daily 
inspected and have been always found well provided with good and 
wholesome articles of food. 

The cattle kept at Pah Sien Jaoh have been inspected daily, and 
those brought to the grease-shops twice daily, and a record has been 
kept of all animals slaughtered at them for foreign or native use.

shewing an increase of 1,858 head, compared with last year, but only 
196 in excess of the number slaughtered in 1887. 

10 oxen, 4 sheep, and 6 pigs were rejected as unfit for foreign 
consumption when brought to the slaughter-houses; of the animals 
taken for native use, 319 were dead when brought to the grease-shops 
and 88 were suffering more or less from disease. 

In October 1887 the Native Authorities imposed a likin tax of 
Ot. 5m. Ge. per head on all cattle, and Ot. 4m. 2c. on calves brought to 
Pah Sien Jaoh for sale, but since last March they have ceased to collect 
the tax. 

Epidemic disease of a mild character broke out in April amongst 
the cattle in the neighbourhood of Sungkiang, and in May last 15 dead 
and 6 diseased animals were brought to the grease-shops here from that 
district. 

On the 12th October disease broke out amongst the cattle on 
Mr. Ferns’ dairy on the Bubbling Well road, who lost 9 out of 11 head, 
and on the 18th November the cattle in the adjoining dairy, belonging 
to Mr. Rosrnson, were attacked, and he is said to have lost 7 out of 
10 head besides a number of young stock, but none of the cattle in the 
native dairies. The foreign dairies not being under the supervision of the 
Inspector, any information about them can only be obtained in an 
indirect manner. : 

There are at present 27 native dairies in and round about Shanghai, 
containing 491 head of cattle.

The deaths of one hundred and eight foreigners have been registered 
in Shanghai during the year 1887. A detailed statement of these will * 
be found on page 62 of this report.

In 1885 a fresh census was taken for the Settlements North 
of the Yang-king-pang, and the death-rates for 1883—-4-5-6-7-8 
are based on that return, the entire foreign population being estimated

Eight cases of Cholera were treated in the Cholera wards of the 
General Hospital during the months of August and September; of these 
6 were fatal. * 


(*) Of these fatal cases one was the death of a Chinaman and one of an 
Arabian; the bodies were not buried in either of the Municipal Cemeteries, and the 
deaths were therefore not entered in the official register. 
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The following table gives the deaths registered in the foreign com- 
munity from Cholera during the past fourteen years :— 


The native death returns for the Settlements North of the Yang- 
king-pang, obtained through the Te-pows of the various districts into 
which the Settlement has been divided for purposes of police control and 
sanitation, are given on the last page of this report ; they shew a total of 
282 deaths from Cholera (Fa-sha) during the year. Reviewing the 
health history of Shanghai during the past six years, that is, since the 
systematic registration of deaths among the Chinese was first begun, it 
is evident that the occurrence of sporadic cases of Cholera in the foreign 
population is always coincident with a more or less diffused prevalence of 
the same disease among the natives, Tho first cases, I believe, occur 
always among the Chinese. Since, however, we derive our information 
regarding the health of the Chinese almost entirely from native sources, 
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we are never able to determine with any certainty the exact degree of 
prevalence of any one form of disease. It was in consequence of this 
uncertainty, and on account of the small number and scattered distribu- 
tion of the cases of true Cholera which occurred among foreigners, that 
T refused last year to declare Cholera epidemic at the Port. 

Thirty-seven cases of Cholera were treated in the Shantung road 
Hospital for Chinese during the year, viz.:—3 in July, 27 in August, 
6 in September, and 1 in October; among these there were 17 deaths. 

In the Report for 1885, I stated that Drs. Mactzop & MituEs were 
that year engaged in investigations made with a view to test the result of 
Dr. Koon’s observations regarding the minute pathology of Asiatic Cholera, 
the probable origin of that disease, and its mode of extension. These 
researches were continued during 1886 and 1887 as opportunity permit- 
ted. The material on which Drs. Macuzop & Mites experimented was 
furnished by the cases of cholera which occurred in Shanghai during 
these years, and in one year, 1885, with a frequency amounting to 
epidemic prevalence in the native population. These investigations 
demonstrated satisfactorily the presence of Kocn’s comma bacillus in all 
the characteristic (rice-water) stools examined; and, although another 
organism, identical in size and appearance, was found in the intestinal 
discharges in cases of diarrhoa and dysentery, and even in the saliva 
of healthy individuals, still this organism was capable of being clearly 
distinguished when subjected to the test of cultivation; the spurious 
bacillus in every instance failing to grow under conditions in which 
the true cholera bacillus was cultivated with ease and certainty. 
Drs. Macteop & Miuues experiments further showed that although the 
cholera bacillus was destroyed by drying, it was still capable of growth 
after a period of four months if kept moist. These gentlemen failed 
to find the bacillus in the walls of the intestine, their methods of working 
in this direction being probably faulty. They also failed to reproduce 
the disease in guinea-pigs, as had been done by Kocu, imperfection in 
the methods employed being again the probable cause of failure. 
During the past year Dr. Mactzop, taking with him to Europe the 
results of the cultivations made in Shanghai, has been able to complete 
the work in Kocn’s own laboratory in Berlin, the final results (fully 
detailed) will shortly be laid before the Royal Society, but in the mean- 
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time I may state here briefly that the following are the main 
points established :-— 

1.—The comma bacillus of Kocs is invariably present in the 
small intestine in cases of Asiatic cholera, and in the 
course of its development is associated with alterations in 
the function, lining, and contents, of the bowel. 

2.—There is no evidence to show that the comma bacillus is a 
normal inhabitant of the human alimentary canal, and 
no proof that it is developed as a result of cholera. 

8.—Pure cultivations of the comma bacillus introduced into 
the stomach of the guinea-pig with the necessary precau- 
tions (detailed in the original paper), find their way into : 
the small intestine, and are pathogenic to the animal. 

4,—The comma bacillus having reached the small intestine of 
the guinea-pig, multiplies there, and is associated there 
with changes similar to those found in Asiatic cholera 
in man. 

5.--The means used to introduce the comma bacillus into the 
small intestine of the guinea-pig by way of the mouth 
and stomach, and those employed to restrain the peristaltic 
action of the bowel, do not give rise to appearances similar 
to those found in cases of cholera, and cannot be regarded 
as causing the death of the animals experimented on. 

6.--The contents of the Ileum taken from the guinea-pigs 
killed by injections of the pure cultivations, when intro- 
duced into the stomachs of others, act in the same 
manner as the pure cultivations. 

7.—That as in the guinea-pig there are conditions which favour 
the passage of the bacillus alive through the stomach into 
the small intestine, and also conditions which favour its 
subsequent development there,—so there is every reason 
to suppose that when,.as in cases of cholera in man, the 
bacillus has manifestly found conditions favourable for its 
growth in the bowel, it must also have met with conditions 
which favoured its entrance there, and probably by the 
natnral channels, the mouth and stomach, 
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So much for the modern pathology of cholera. Those views regarding 
the prevention and limitation of the disease, which, with little exact 
knowledge, and basing my conclusions almost solely on clinieal experience, 
I ventured to publish in 1881,—these remain unchanged, and will even 
bear repetition, as giving still in my opinion the ground on which practical 
sanitary work must be based :— 

“Few who have witnessed the phenomena exhibited ina case of 
true Cholera can fail to have been struck by the close resemblance which 
these bear to the results which follow the administration of an irritant 
poison by the mouth, and how little they have in common with the effects 
produced by any of the known poisons which can be administered through 
the lungs by inhalation. In view of this, and in consideration of the 
evidence now accumulated to prove the spread of the disease by drinking 
water contaminated by the discharges of the sick, it seems reasonable 
to regard Cholera as probably always the result of a swallowed poison; 
sporadic cases, or a limited outbreak in a community, being probably 
always due to a poison swallowed along with certain articles of food or 
drink consumed by the individuals attacked. If this view is correct, 
much that is otherwise puzzling in the selection of the cases can be 
explained, and prevention would seem to be, to a large extent, within 
the power of individuals. Alcoholic excesses, insufficient or improper 
food, over fatigue, and undue exposure, are to be regarded as predis- 
posing causes only, which act by lessening the power of resistance 
possessed by the individual, or by preparing, so to speak, a suitable soil 
for the subsequent development of the poison; such predisposing causes 
must be avoided; and it is obvious that while some can be altogether 
eliminated, others can only be dealt with partially, according to the 
individual circumstances of the case. True protection should however 
be sought, not in the wearing of cholera-belts or in a nice adjustment 
of diet and regimen, but in the careful avoidance of all such articles 
of food or drink as may reasonably be supposed capable of con- 
veying the Cholera germ unaltered into the stomach of the consumer. 
It is not of course certain that these germs can be destroyed, or 

have their poisonous properties attenuated, by the act of boiling, 
but, reasoning from some analogies, this seems probable, and so, 
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when Cholera prevails, special care should be taken to avoid any 
article of food or drink which has not been first carefully subjected 
to this process. Water, as probably one of the best carriers 
of the poison, should be boiled and ‘filtered before being drunk. 
The sailor who mixes his glass of coarse spirit in the tavern with water 
drawn directly from the River or the Creek, doubtless often swallows a 
fatal dose of the poison, to the action of which his previous intemperance 
has rendered him peculiarly susceptible; but the same man may as 
surely meet his death in consuming the watered milk supplied to his 
ship from the dirty Native dairy. Milk, an animal: fluid itself, is 
doubtless a good carrier of animal poisons, and requires special attention; 
unless its purity can be absolutely guaranteed, it should be boiled before 
being drunk. Even the bottles in which it is delivered at the house of 
the consumer may be a source of danger, unless washed in water which 
has been thoroughly purified. Uncooked salads should be avoided, 
because subjected in the market gardens to direct excremental pollution, 
and because, for the most part, washed in unfiltered water. I have 
never known Cholera to spread in Shanghai from the sick man to his 
attendants, but the hands of those engaged in the sick room should be 
carefully washed, especially when they are, as they must of necessity 
often be, soiled with the discharges.”—Health Oficer’s Report 1881. 

Scarlet Fever.—Two deaths from Scarlet Fever were registered last 
year, one in March and one in June. Examples of this disease have 
fortunately been hitherto of rare occurrence in Shanghai. The first death 
registered was in October of 1873, a solitary case, presenting a malignant 
type, and said to have been imported from Chefoo; added to the note 
of its occurrence, I find the following in my report for that year:— By 
some this will be regarded as the first appearance of Scarlet Fever in 
Shanghai, but of this Iam not certain; in my own practice in September 
I encountered a case in which all the ordinary features of Scarlatina were 
well marked, my only doubt regarding the diagnosis, arose from the fact 
that the case was solitary.” The next appearance of the disease, in the 
foreign population at least, was not till 1882; two deaths were registered 
that year in April, and one case, which recovered, was reported to me in 
March. Until last year I have heard of no other examples than these, 
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Last year the first cases in the foreign population, occurred in January, 
when three children were attacked in one family, all three recovering; every 
possible care was taken to prevent the spread of the disease in the Settle- 
ment, and no cases were known to have occurred in connection with 
these either among foreigners or natives; of these three cases the first 
was believed to have been imported. Among foreigners, the next case 
came under my own care in March; this presented a type of marked 
malignancy, death occurring on the fourth day; the disease in this 
instance was traced with something closely approaching to certainty, to a 
native family living in the French Concession; the poison was apparently 
carried by one of the native servants from this family to his master’s 
house. Again every care was taken to prevent further extension, and 
again apparently with success, The next cases occurred, I believe, in 
June, two in number, and one fatal. The next, and so far as I know 
the last, in the foreign population, came under my own care in July; this 
case was a comparately mild course, and terminated in recovery, Besides 
these I know of no other cases among foreigners during the year; had 
the disease spread to any great extent in the native population, I should 
have heard of it, it was however never even rumored to have done this. 

Measles.—Measles became epidemic among foreign children in the 
end of the year. Writing in January of 1889, I note that fresh cases 
are still occurring and that the disease is widely diffused throughout the 
Settlement. The first cases made their appearance almost certainly 
among the natives. There is no difference between Measles as we see it 
at present in Shanghai, and the same disease when developed in Europe 
or America; since Measles as @ rule occurs but once in the life of the 
individual, there is therefore no reason to suppose that a foreign child who 
has suffered in this epidemic is likely to contract the disease a second 
time when it goes home. So far, the cases observed have presented a 
mild type, and have been free from serious complications, 

Regarding the certified causes of death tabulated on pages 62~64, 
I note the following :— 

Among the four deaths from Remittent Fever is included one certified 
as Shanghai Fever. Of the three deaths under the head of Meningitis, 
one is qualified as Tubercular, one is returned as Meningitis simply, 
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and one as Chronic Cerebral Meningitis. Of the five deaths from 
Disease of Brain, one is certified as Cerebral Effusion, one as Apoplexy 
from rupture of a cerebral artery, one as Cerebral Congestion, and 
one as Cerebritis. Of the three deaths from Aneurism, two are 
returned as cases of death from rupture. Of the three deaths from 
Abscess of Liver, one is certified as multiple following dysentery, 
one as secondary to perforation of the bowel, and one simply as 
Hepatic Abscess.

FINANCE MATTERS. 


Moniorran Loan or 1882. 


In accordance with the provision made in the Budget, 400 Debentures 
amounting to Ts. 40,000 of the loan of 1882 were paid off on the 80th 
June last, leaving Tis. 20,000 still outstanding, which the Council 
recommend should be paid off next year, and for which provision will be 
made in the budget for 1889. 


Monicipat Loan or 1888. 


In November last the Council advertised inviting tenders for the 
sum of Tls. 70,000 which they were authorized to raise by the issue of 
Debentures bearing interest at not more than 6 per cent. under Resolu- 
tions 8 and 9 passed at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers on the 
27th February, and the Resolution passed at the Special Meeting on the 
16th July, to pay for the New Louza Police Station, and for road 
extension in Hongkew, 

Tenders were received for Tls, 196,745 and the following allotments

When the Municipal Accounts for 1887 were made up, it was antici- 
pated that the receipts for Dues on Goods for the year would not exceed 
Tis. 45,000, against the budget estimate of Tls. 46,500, but as the 
amounts received for November and December were unusually large, the 
actual receipts for the year proved to be rather over Tis. 46,000. 

The receipts for the first ten months of this year are about Tls. 3,500 
in excess of the amounts received during the same period last year, so 
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it is very probable that for the whole year the total amount will be over 
Tis. 50,000, against the Budget estimate of Tls. 45,000, or a gain of 
Tis. 5,000, most of which has been derived from the increased receipts 
upon Imports, but the Dues on Exports and Re-exports have also been 
larger than in 1887.

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WORKS MATTERS. 


A larger amount than usnal has been appropriated to Public Works 
this year, the most important being the New Louza Police Station, the 
extension of roads in Hongkew, the paving of the Market lot with 
Ningpo stone, and the construction of three additional sheds on it, and 
providing an Iron Band-Stand for the Public Garden. 

Owing to the shallowness of the Creeks in the neighbourhood of 
the stone quarries near Soochow, the contractors were unable for several 
months to bring down the usual supplies of road material for metalling 
and repairing roads, which has caused considerable delay in making up 
roads, and has prevented the metalling of the Bund and Nanking roads 
being done this year as was intended. 


Burtpines. 


The usual amounts have been expended in keeping in thorough repair 
the different Municipal buildings. 

Central Police Station.—The Bell-Tower at this station has been 
repaired and painted and a hut has been constructed on the top of it for 
the accommodation of two watchmen who are now on duty there by day 
and night to give the alarm in case of fire. 

Hongkew Station—The Bell-Tower having become worn out, a 
provision of Tls. 800 was made in the Budget for replacing it with a new 
one of Malava wood. 

The present Council, however, decided to have the new tower 
constructed of Aranga wood, and, on the suggestion of the Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department, to increase the size of it, and it has 
now been completed at a total cost of Tis. 1,270. 
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New entrance gates have been provided for the station, and a new 
cooking range for the kitchen of the Sikh constables. 

Bing-Von-Ka Station.—The small station situated between. the 
Foochow and Canton roads has been thoroughly overhauled and repaired 
at a cost of Tls. 125, and it has been given up as quarters for 
Mr. Beckuorr, Overseer of Roads, as it is not now required for a 
Police Station. 


Lovza Potice Srartion. 


At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers on the 27th February, the 
following Resolution was proposed by Mr. G. J. Mornrisoy, seconded by 
Mr. H. H. Josern, and passed unanimously :— 

“That this Meeting authorizes the incoming Council to raise a sum not 
exceeding Tls. 30,000 (Taels Thirty Thousand) to pay for the land adjoining the 
Racquet Court in the Nanking Road, recently purchased by the outgoing Council, 
in pursuance of the 8th Resolution passed at the General Meeting of Ratepayers 
held on the 24th February 1887, as a site for a Police Station in the place of the 
present Louza District Station, and for the erection thereon of suitable buildings, 
by the issue of Debentures redeemable in not less than five and not more than 
twenty years from the date of issue, and bearing interest at the rate of not over 
Bix Taels per centum per annum,” 

Mr. Morrison explained that this was practically to confirm the 
Resolution brought forward and passed at the Annual Meeting in 1887, 
but as the Council for that year did not think it necessary to build the 
station, the money was not raised. 

Plans for the New Station were prepared in the Surveyor’s Office 
this year, and on their completion in March last the Council invited 
tenders for its construction, to be sent in not later than the 19th April. 

On the tenders being opened it was found that the building could 
not be completed in accordance with the plans for less than Tis. 31,000, 
which, added to the Ts. 13,500 paid for the site, would have made the. 
total cost of the Station about Tls, 45,000, or fully Tls. 15,000 over the 
amount which the Council were authorized to raise for this purpose by 
the issue of Debentures. 
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As they did not feel at liberty to expend the additional amount 
required without the authority of the Ratepayers, they summoned a 
Special Meeting for the 17th July, at which the following Resolution 
was proposed by Mr. A. G. Woop, seconded by Mr. Apurr and passed 
unanimously :— 

“That the Municipal Council be and are hereby instructed to proceed with 
the erection of the new Police Station for the Louza district and to expend in 
addition to the Taels 30,000 authorized at the last Annual General Meeting of 
Ratepayers such further sum not exceeding Taels 15,000 as may be necessary to 
complete the Station, and that the Municipal Council be authorized to raise such 
further sum by the issue of Debentures redeemable in not Jess than five and not 


more than twenty years from the date of issue and bearing interest at the rate of 
not over six (6) Taels per cent.” 


Subsequently some slight alterations were made imthe plan for the 
external arrangement of the building by which a reduction of about 
Tls. 2,000 was made in the estimated cost of it, and finally A-xonn’s 
tender to construct the station for Tls. 28,963 -was accepted, the whole 
to be completed in 15 months from the 1st August last. 


According to the plans the station will provide the following 
accommodation :— 


Quarters for 19 Foreign Inspectors, Sergeants and Constables, 


»  » 31 Indians (at present located at the temporary Station in 
Foochow Road), 
ra » 80 Chinese (not sleeping quarters), 


Cells for 30 Native prisoners. 
» » 10 Foreign a 
» 1» 20 Beggars, 
Stabling for 3 ponies, coachhouse, servants’ offices, latrine, ete, 


Godown for Public Works with Quarters over it for 2 married Sergeants, 


After the contract was signed it was decided to add two rooms to 
the quarters for married sergeants, and to provide for iron railings, drain- 
pipes, and gas and water services, the cost of which is estimated at 
Tis. 3,100, so that the total cost of the station including the site 
will be rather over Tls. 46,000. 
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Marxer Lor. 


Three additional sheds have been erected at a cost of Tis. 8,213, for 
the accommodation of the gradually increasing number of natives who 
attend the market. 

The attention of the Council for 1887 having been directed to the 
difficulty experienced in keeping the market free from any offensive 
smell, they decided that the worn-out chip-pavement should be taken 
up and concrete laid down instead of it, and for this purpose an appro- 
priation of Tls. 5,000 was made in the Budget. 

The matter was fully considered by the present Council, and the 
Surveyor having reported that he was rather doubtful whether concrete 
would be very durable, it was decided on his recommendation to have 
the market paved with Ningpo stone, which will last for a great many 
years, and a contract was made in October to have the work done for 
Tis. 6,508 say— 

500 fong pavement at Tls. 11 per fong......Tls. 5,500

The French Council having declined to pay half the cost of a new 
bridge, the Council could take no further steps about it, as by the 
Resolution passed at the Ratepayers’ Meeting in May 1875 it was 
decided that no more bridges are to be built across the Oreek unless the 
French Council agree to pay half the cost.” 


The Council then offered to pay Tls. 500 for the land, and to 
undertake that the bridge should be built so soon as the French Council 
agreed to pay half the cost of it, but this offer was refused, and the land 
has now been built over, leaving only a passage through to the Creek 
about 15 ft. in width,

GENTLEMEN,—I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 25th 
ult,, and in reply I beg to say that I am informed that the French Council do not 
see that the proposed bridge across the Yang-king-pang to connect the Quangsi 
road with the Rue de Saigon would be of any benefit to their Concession and they 
are not at present prepared to pay half the cost of having it constructed, but they 
promise to reconsider their decision should need for the bridge arise, 

Under these circumstances the Council desire me to say that if Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson & Co., will surrender to them the land required for the Quangsi 
road extension for the sum of Ts, 500 (Five hundred Taels) they will have it 

, made up, metalled and drained at once, and they will undertake to have the 
proposed bridge across the Yang-king-pang constructed when the French Council 
decide on sharing with this Council the cost of it,

Chairman of the Municipal Council. 
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Kiukiang road.—The arrangement referred to in the Municipal 
Report for last year, for commencing the widening of the Kiukiang road 
to 80 ft. between the Fohkien and Hoopeh roads, having fallen through, 
all hope of carrying out this desirable improvement must be abandoned 
for the present. 


The houses at the North-west corner of the Kiukiang and Hoopeh 
roads which were pulled down recently are now being rebuilt upon the 
old line, and the owners of the other properties ask such extreme 
rates for the requisite strips of their lots, that the cost of widening the 
toad would be over Tis, 14,000, whilst by the Resolution passed at the 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in 1886 the Council were only authorized 
to expend Tis. 9,000 upon it, and they did not consider that the 
additional convenience which the public would derive from it was 
sufficient to justify them in asking the Ratepayers to agree to the 
increased amount being paid. 


Foochow road.—The side-walk in the Foochow road between the 
Kiangse and Honan roads has now been completed by acquiring from 
Messrs. D. Sassoon, Sons & Co. a strip of lot 26a, measuring Om. Of. 
41, 5h. for the sum of Tis. 585. 


Hankow road.—The chip-paving in this road between the Shan- 
tung and Hoopeh roads has been taken up, and the whole road haying 
been metalled it is now available for carriages and jin-rik-shas, and a 
good deal of the traffic has been diverted to it, which formerly over- 
crowded the Foochow road and made it almost unsafe for pedestrians. 


Roap Extension 1x Honexew, 


The Council for 1887 had under consideration a scheme for a large 
extension of roads in Hongkew, full particulars of which are given in the 
Municipal Report for last year, and at page 192 of it, there is a schedule 
giving the estimated cost of the land to be acquired for this purpose, 
and of raising and making up the roads. 
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At the Annual Meeting a Resolution was brought forward and 
earried authorizing the Council to raise by the issue of Debentures 
Tis. 45,000 for the purpose of acquiring land for new roads, and for the 
extension of existing ones, and Mr. Woop, the proposer of it, then 
explained that it was not intended to carry out at once the whole of the 
scheme for road extension in Hongkew, but only to make up such roads 
as are likely to be required immediately owing to the extension of the 
Settlement. 


After carefully considering the scheme the present Council decided 
that only the following roads should be made up this year, and at their 
request Messrs, Morrison & Gratton arranged with most of the owners 
for the surrender of the strips of land required for them. 


The estimated cost of the whole, exclusive of draining and metalling, 
is about Tls. 25,000, which amount has been raised by the issue of 
Debentures bearing interest at 6 per cent.

' The whole of the land required for extending this road from the 
Kungping road to Wayside, has been acquired, and the road is now laid 
out, bricked and raised, and next year it will be drained and metalled if 
necessary. The pond on it has been filled in, and two wooden bridges 
have been placed across the small creeks which intersect it.

This completes the Seward road from its junction with the Broad-

Ourstpz Roaps, 
Bubbling Well road.—The Bunding at the double bend on this 
road has been renewed at a cost of Tls. 680. 
Jessfield road.—All the bridges on this road have been repaired, and 
& new wooden bunding has been constructed at the culvert near the 
Soochow Creek, 


Bunp Srpz-Wats. 

The concrete laid down in July 1887 on the bund side-walk between 
Hankow and Kiukiang roads having stood the heat of the summer fairly 
well, the Council for that year recommended that the whole of the 
pathway on the west side of the Bund should be concreted, and a 
provision of Tis. 3,850 was made in the budget for this purpose. 
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Subsequently this concrete, which cost only Ts. 7 per fong, began to 
crack, and it was then found that in future a more expensive kind would 
be necessary, so it became a question whether it would not be better to 
pave the side-walk with Soochow granite. 

From a report prepared by the Surveyor it was found that granite 
pavement would cost Ts. 20 per fong, and good concrete Tls. 15, and as 
385 fong are required for the Bund side-walk, the cost of paving it would 
be Tls. 7,700 and of concrete Tis. 5,755. 

As both these amounts are so largely in excess of the Budget 
provision of Tls. 8,850, nothing has yet been decided on, but as an 
experiment the side-walks of the Bund on both sides extending from 
the Peking road to the Garden Bridge have been laid with a composition 
of tar and granite chips, which costs little more than metalling, and 
should it be found to answer the purpose, it can be laid down instead of 
concrete. 

Bund Foreshore.—The foreshore has been returfed where required, 
and six additional seats have been placed on it, 


Granite Pavement ror Sipe-Watks, 


A provision of Tls. 8,000 was made in the Budget for paving some 
of the side-walks in the Settlement, but the present Council did not 
consider it necessary to have this done, and only Tis. 150 of the amount 
provided have been expended in completing the pavement along the 
pathway on the east side of Kiangsi road between the Nanking and 
Kiukiang roads. 


Bonpives. 


Yang-king-pang.—The stone bunding of this Creek, which extended 
about 300 feet on the west side of the Szechuen road, having given way 
last year, it was removed and replaced with a Malava wood bunding, and 
a provision of Tls. 2,800 was made in the Budget for continuing this 
bunding to the Kiangse road, a distance of about 400 feet. 
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On the recommendation of the Works Committee it was decided to 
have the bunding constructed of Aranga wood, which is more expensive 
but is much more durable than Malava wood, and this has now been 
completed at a cost of Tis. 3,640. 

Yangtsze road.—A new bunding of Aranga wood, about 100 feet in 
length, has been made along the Bund foreshore in front of Foggs’ 
Buildings, costing Tls. 840. 

Yangtzse-poo road.—A small bunding has been constructed on the 
Yangtsze-poo road, near Birt’s Wharf, costing Tis. 228. 


Draryace. 
There is little to notice under this head, the total amount provided 
* in the Budget for making new drains having been only about Tls. 1,500. 
Brick drains have been constructed in the following roads :— 


Nanking road, between Kweichow and Yunnan roads, costing 
Tis. 269. 


Yunnan road, between Kiukiang and Nanking roads, costing Tls, 211. 

Tiendong road, between Chapoo road and Broadway, costing Tls, 728, 

Broadway, from its junction with the Seward road to Tiendong road, 
costing Tls. 351. 


Yuen-fong road.—Drain pipes have been laid in this road between 
the Seward road and the Sin Kei Pang. 


Chaoufoong road.—The brick drain in this road has been extended 
to the end of the Bund and the wooden box drain across the 
foreshore to low-water mark, the whole costing about Tls. 400. 


The Stone Sinks have been removed from some of the principal 
streets and replaced with iron sinks ata cost of about Tls. 900, and 
arrangements have been made to have this done in the other streets 
where required. 
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Bripags, 


Yang-King-Pang.—The new iron bridge across the Yang-King- 
Pang connecting the Yunnan road with the Rue Palikao was completed 
and opened to public traffic in May last. 

Chefoo Road.—The old bridge across the Defence Creek connecting 
the Chefoo and Sinza roads having become unsafe for traffic it has been 
removed and replaced by a new one of Aranga wood 31 feet in width, 
costing Tis. 1,980. 

Shansi Road.—In accordance with the arrangement made by the 
Council for 1887, with the Owners of the land surrendered for the North 
Shansi road, a provision of Tls. 6,000 was made in the Budget for a 
new bridge across the Soochow Creek to connect the South and North 
Shansi roads, but owing to the great delay on the part of the Native 
authorities in dredging the Creek above the Garden bridge and defining 
the line of the foreshore on either side, the Council, until very recently, 
have been prevented from taking any steps towards having this bridge 
constructed, 

A contract, however, has now been made for an Aranga wood 
bridge to cost Tls. 6,850, and to be completed in four months, say in 
April next. 

Soochow Creek.—The Garden bridge has been repaired, but as it is 
becoming rather dilapidated it has been decided to remove it in the 
course of the coming year and to replace it with a steel or iron one, for 
which designs and tenders have been invited, 

The Szechuen Road Bridge has been thoroughly overhauled and 
repaired, and is now good for several years. 


Lanpine-Sraces. 


All the pontoons and landing-stages have been repaired and painted, 
and several of the former have been fitted with ventilators, the whole 
«costing about Ts. 3,450. 
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TREEs. 


The trees along the roads inside and outside the Settlements have 
been attended to, and new trees have been planted where required. 

The Council regret losing the valuable assistance of Mr. Aveusrus 
Wuirs, who kindly undertook in 1884 the entire charge of the trees on 
the Bund, but which he is unable to continue as he now lives some 
‘distance out of the Settlement.

In June last a serious accident took place at the rifle range, whilst 
two members of the police force were practising, owing to a bullet fired 
by one of them having gone over the butts, by which two Chinamen 
who were working in the fields on the west side of the Old Railway 
toad were wounded. 

On being taken to the Shantung road Hospital, it was found that 
one of the men had only been grazed by the bullet, but the other, who 
was dangerously wounded in the groin, died in the course of the 
afternoon. 


After considerable delay the family of the deceased agreed to accept 
$500 as compensation for the accident, and in order to prevent in future 
any recurrence of a similar accident it was decided to increase the height 
of the butts to 40 feet, and the width to 238, which has now been done 
at a cost of Tis.

SURVEYORS REPORT. 


Suananat, January 10th, 1889. 
To the WORKS COMMITTEE. 


GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to forward you the report of the 
working of this department for the year ending the 81st December 1888. 

Brivaxs.—A new bridge, 31 feet wide, has been constructed in 
Aranga wood across the Defence Creek, to connect the Chefoo and 
Sinza Roads. ‘ 

Two small Malava hardwood bridges have been erected on the 
Seward Road extension. ‘ 

The iron bridge over the Yang-king-pang connecting the Yunnan 
Road with the Rue Palikao was opened for traffic in May last. 

The bridges over the Defence, Hongkew, Soochow, Yang-king-pang 
and Yangtsze-poo Creeks have been painted and repaired from time to 
time as required. 

Buitprxas.—A new Police Station is being built at the back of th 
Racquet Court for the Louza District. 

Alterations and repairs have been made to the Artillery Stables, 
which now accommodate nine ponies. 

A new Bell-Tower has been erected in the Hongkew Station yard. 

The Police Stations and other Municipal buildings have been kept 
in repair. 

Bonpines.—A new bunding has been constructed to the Sungkiang 
Road, between Szechnen and Yangtsze Roads, in Soochow granite; and 
in Aranga wood between Kiangse and Szechuen Roads, 
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About ten chang of Aranga wood bunding has been constructed to 
the Yangtsze Road, near Sungkiang Road. 

Dwarf bundings haye been erected on the Yangtsze-poo Road, near 
Birt’s Wharf ; at the Peking Road near Public Garden; and at the end 
of the Yuen-fong Road. 

Cemerertes.—The Pootung Cemetery has been turfed, and old 
tombstones have been repaired and set in position. 

The old bamboo fence along the western boundary of the New 
Cemetery has been removed and replaced by a substantial wooden 
fence. 

A portion of the Old Cemetery wall in the Kiukiang Road has 
been rebuilt, 

The Chapels and Lodges in the New, Pootung and Old Cemeteries 
have been repaired, painted, etc.

Oxmetertes.—The following statement shows the burials in the New and Pootung Cemeteries from Ist January to

To the Municipal Council for the 
Settlement North of the Yang-king-pang. 


GenTLEMEN, 


I have again to make a satisfactory Report of the progress 
of the Garden during the past year, thongh the weather has not been 
very propitious for gardening purposes and some of our displays have 
suffered accordingly, but not to any great extent. 


The Committee were pleased to learn that the Council had taken 
the dilapidated state of the Band-Stand into consideration, and that a 
new Iron Stand had been ordered in its place, which is now in course of 
erection and promises to be an attractive feature in the Garden. It is 
also very satisfactory to know that H. Ex. the Taotai has given his 
consent to the reclamation of the mud flat at the Garden point, which 
has long been a desideratum, as the trees planted in 1867 have over- 
grown one another for want of room, and some will have to be sacrificed 
for the benefit of the rest. 
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The large conservatory has been repainted and all necessary repairs 
to the other houses have been attended to. The Potting Sheds and 
Dark House in rear of the reserve are very old and past mending, and the 
Committee propose to re-erect them on a different plan, which will 
secure more accommodation, but the cost will not be great and there is. 
no necessity to ask for further funds on this account. 

The Committee have to thank Captains Du Buren and Yanexowsx1 
for contributions of Plants, and Mr. Weryer Kron, of Foochow, for 
some Chinese Orchids, as also to thank Mr. J. G. Brown, of Manila, for 
a nice collection of Manila Orchids. In the Spring of the year 
Mr. A. G. Woop presented a Terra Cotta Fountain for which we have 
made a suitable rustic basin at the entrance to the Gardens. 

The Accounts are appended giving the details of our expenditure, 
and the Committee will be glad if the Council will include the usual 
allowance of Tls, 1,200 for the maintenance of the Garden in their 
next Budget. 

Mr. Wurrs having retired from the Committee, Mr. Cantus was 
invited to fill the vacancy, and the Committee now consists of 
Messrs. Cartes, Duer, Paice, and the undersigned, who are willing to 
continue their services.

The wooden Band-Stand in the Public Garden having become 
rather dilapidated the Council for 1887 decided to have it removed, and 
to replace it with an iron pavilion, and a provision of Tis. 2,500 was 
made in the Budget, to pay for the new stand and the cost of its 
erection. 

The stand, which was constructed by Messrs. MacFantayg & Co., 
of Glasgow, arrived out in August, costing laid down here Tls, 2,054, 
and it has now been erected in the Garden at an expense of Tis, 1,500, 
making the total cost Tis. 8,054, or fully Tls. 1,000 over the amount 
provided in the Budget. 

This is owing to the new stand being 24 feet in diameter instead of 
20 as was originally intended, and in place of the site being simply 
raised, a chamber has been constructed under the stand, and it will have 
4 raised path and ornamental stone railing round it,

In compliance with a request from Dr, E, Henpxrson, the Dean of 
the Medical Faculty of Shanghai, the Chairman and Members of the 
Manicipal Council agreed to present their final certificates to those 
pupils of Dr. Wyxenam Myers who had passed the necessary examina- 
tions here and in Hongkong. 

The ceremony took place in the Board Room on the afternoon of 
Wednesday the 1st August, in the presence of the Taoutai, the Consuls- 
General of Great Britain, United States, Germany, France, and Belgium, 
and a large number of residents, when Mr. Woop, as Chairman of the 
Council, presented their certificates to Mr. Gon Kir Mon, Mr. Cxana 
Cure Kat, and Mr. Le Tsun Fay, the three students whom the Board 
of Examiners had passed as fully qualified to practise their profession in 
all its branches as Physicans, Surgeons, and Accoucheurs. 

A certificate was also presented to Mr. Liu Ku Cuzone, who has 
for nine years filled the post of dispenser in the David Manson Memorial 
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Hospital in Takao, and is fully qualified for the duties of a Military 
Hospital. 

After the presentation the Meeting adjourned to the compound to 
witness the Ambulance drill. 

The detachment went through numerous movements, including 
stretcher drill, dressing the wounded, improvising splints adapted from 
Chinese umbrellas, etc., in all which the students seemed to be quite 
proficient :

Reaistry or Lanp. 


The annexed Memorandum by Mr. Vice-Consul Caries was for- 
warded to the Council by H.B.M. Consul-General, and appended is 
their report upon it :— 

The Taotai has recently taken measures to survey Lots of land held by 
foreigners under Deeds issued from the Taotai’s Yamen, when the Lots have not 


been previously surveyed. 
Of the Deeds registered in this Consulate about two-thirds, say 1,100, come 


under this category, 
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The survey as at present conducted is entirely without system and depends 
‘apon the transfer of land from one hand to another bringing the Deeds to the 
Taotai’s notice, 

Neighbouring proprietors have no notice of the intended survey, as the 
Consulate has no means of knowing who the neighbouring proprietors are. 

The survey is undertaken by the Taotai, partly to ascertain that the proper 
‘amount of land-tax is paid on the Lots, and partly without doubt with a view to 
calling upon proprietors to pay to the authorities for any land, such as ditches, etc., 
which has been occupied by them without official sanction. 

A large quantity of land in the Settlement has of late years been taken in by 
public roads without any formal surrender having been made, In such cases 
taxes are still paid on the land, 

The returns supplied by the Consulate to the Council as regards area of land 
subject to taxation have become incorrect though such extension of roads, 

If practicable, it would be to the interest of the Taotai, the Municipal Council, 
and land-holders that any survey should be systematic, and that blocks of land 
lying between cross-roads should be surveyed first en bloc, and then that the 
component parts of each block should be carefully determined, and the area of 
land which has lapsed to public use at the same time ascertained, 

Such work can only be done with the assistance of a competent surveyor, and 
by previous notice being given to the public at the time when blocks of land will 


be surveyed,

Srr,—I have the honor to inform you that the Council have carefully con- 
sidered the Memorandum drawn up by Mr. Vice-Consul Carles directing attention 
to the defective system of registering land at the British Consulate and they approve 
of his suggestions as to the steps to be taken for improving it. 

In order to carry them out effectually the Council are of opinion— 

That there should be a Central Land Office attached to the Municipal Surveyor’s 
Office, under the charge of a properly qualified Surveyor appointed by the Council 
and approved of by the Consular Body, 

That all owners of land should be required to send to this office a correct plan 
of each of their properties showing the boundaries of each Consular lot and giving 
the names of the owners of the adjoining lots, 
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That foreshore and land surrendered for public use should be excluded from 
the area of lots registered as belonging to private owners, and that the contents of 
each lot should be calculated at a fixed standard of 7,260 feet per mow, but land 
held in trust by the Council for the public should be distinguished from any land 
or water held by the Chinese Authorities, and that the boundaries of Creeks or other 
places over which the Chinese Authorities claim special rights of ownership should 
also be agreed upon. 

That on the basis of this information a skeleton plan on a scale of 50 feet to ar 
inch should be prepared showing the boundaries of each lot and its actual area in 
mows calculated at the rate of 7,260 square feet per mow, and that after this plan 
has been exposed to public inspection for a sufficient time and notice of errors 
received and considered it should be accepted as an authority for the boundaries 
and areas of all properties shown thereon. 

That after this plan is completed a certified copy of the plan of each lot should, 
on payment of a fee, be handed to the owners for deposit at the Consulate where: 
the land is registered, 

That an agreement should be entered into by all the Consular Authorities not 
to register any transfer of land until such a plan has been deposited. 

That in the case of transfer of entire lots the Consular Authorities should 
inform the officer in charge of the Land Office of the change of ownership, but in 
the case of the transfer of a portion of a lot no entry should be made in the register 
till the portion to be transferred has been marked on the plan of the old lot and & 
new plan has been deposited of the portion to be made into a new lot, or the 
severed portion added to the plan of some other lot as the case may be; all such 
alteration of plans or supplying of new ones to be done at the Land Office in return 
for suitable fees, 

That the Consular Authorities should, as at present, be responsible for seeing 
that all transfers are made by the actual owners or their properly qualified repre- 
sentatives, but the Land Office should be solely responsible for defining the land 
affected by each transfer, the connection of each transfer with any special plan or 
alteration of plan being indicated by some system of numbering to be agreed upon,

At the Annual Meeting in February last the following Resolution 
was proposed by Mr. W. V. Drommonp, seconded by Mr. A. G. Woop 
and passed unanimously :— 

“That the Municipal Council be requested to obtain plans and estimates of 
the cost of building a Public Hall and necessary Offices on the site of the present 
Municipal Offices ; also to prepare estimates of the probable annual revenue that 
might be derived from the use of the building; also to exhibit in some public 
place the plans so obtained and to publish the said estimates of cost and of 
revenue as soon as convenient,” 

At the request of the Council the Works Committee prepared a 
scheme for a Town Hall and New Municipal Offices, and for a Central 
Police Station, and in September they submitted the following report :-- 

“In accordance with the Resolution on the subject passed at the Ratepayers’ 
Meeting last February, the Works Committee have had prepared a scheme for a 
Town Hall and New Municipal offices and Central Police Station, 

“The space required for a Town Hall and accessories is larger than is now 
available on the vacant land of the Municipal lots, so that a reconstruction of the 
whole of the Municipal premises will be necessitated to carry out the scheme now 
under consideration, Although the present offices and buildings are substantial 
and in good repair and are likely to be equal to all requirements for some time to 
come, on the other hand the buildings composing the Central Police Station are 
defective in condition and in the accommodation they afford, so that the building 
of a New Station will have to be taken in hand at an early date, whether or not 
it is dealt with as part of the present scheme, : 

“A memorandum has been prepared of the accommodation which it is 
proposed to provide in these new Municipal buildings, and which is required to 
the following extent :— 

Public Hall.—Approaches, staircases, crush room, supper, card, ante and 

withdrawing rooms, etc, 

Municipal Board Room.—Committee room, and withdrawing room, 

Secretariat.—Offices and native offices, fire-proof rooms, etc, 

Surveyor's Department.—The same, 

Local Post Office.—The same. 

Sanitary Department.—The same, 

Volunteers.—Offices, Armoury, Godowns, Stabling, etc, 

Fire Department.—Engine and Truck Houses, Machine Shop, ete. 

Quarters for Secretary. 

The same for Captain-Superintendent of Police. 

Tower with Clock, Bells and Chimes, 
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The New Central Police Station is to provide following accommodation :— 
1 Chief Inspector 


£ Inspectors a ppropcenon of quarters for married men and their 
10 Sergeants 
80 Foreign Constables. 


17 Indian Sergeants, Detectives and Constables, 
72 Native Sergeants, Detectives and Constables, 
With offices, public rooms, store rooms, prison cells, ete, 


“The Works Committee have not gone into the question of a general plan for 
these buildings, or of the arrangement to be made for different Departments, as 
they believe that that can best be done by the Architects who may undertake to 
send in plans and specifications; but the Surveyor estimates roughly that, to 
provide all the accommodation required and in suitable style, the Town Hall and 
Municipal Offices would cost about Tls, 180,000, and the Central Police Station 
Ts, 80,000, or say Tls. 260,000 in all, in addition to which, cost of Fixings, 
Furniture, etc., will have to be provided for, as well as, possibly, rent for quarters 
during the rebuilding, etc. 

The area of the present Municipal property is 16m. 6f. 12. 5%., from which will 
have to be deducted the space which will be required for widening the roads so as 
to provide suitable approaches, In view of the possibility of more space being 
required for the new buildings than the Council can dispose of, enquiries are 
being made about the acquisition, if found necessary, of an adjoining property ; 
more room will certainly be required, if it is decided to make any additions on 
account of requirements not provided for in the present scheme, and the cost of 
such land will naturally have to be added to the total estimated outlay. 

‘The resolution already referred to also authorises the Council to obtain plans 
and estimates of the cost of the proposed new buildings; the Works Committee 
therefore recommend that such plans and estimates should be advertised for in the 
usual manner, They consider it desirable that all plans, etc., sent in should become 
the property of the Council; there will therefore have to be decided what 
premiums shall be offered as a reasonable remuneration for them. 

“It is somewhat difficult to estimate the probable Annual Revenue that might 
be derived from the use of the Town Hall. There are some 12 to 15 Local 
Companies holding their meetings here, and there are Concerts, Balls and various 
Entertainments given at the different Clubs of Shanghai, the Masonic and 
Temperance Halls, etc., many of which might be attracted to the Town Hall on 
account of the superior accommodation which, in all probability, it will afford ; 
still, under existing circumstances, the money value of the support to be counted 
on is so uncertain that the Works Committee do not feel justified in estimating it 
at a higher figure than an average of Tls. 100 a month throughout the year or say 
Tis, 1,000/1,200 per annum.” 
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The report was approved of, and the Works Committee were 
requested to consider what steps ought to be taken in order to obtain 
designs for the proposed new buildings, and estimates of their cost, On 
the 30th October they submitted the following minute to the Council, and 
it was then decided to delay taking any further steps in the matter in 
the meantime, and to refer the whole scheme to the Ratepayers at the 
next Annual Meeting. 


DESIGNS FOR NEW MUNICIPAL BUILDINGS, 

“ Minute by the Works Committee.—The Works Committee report that having 
considered the question of advertising for plans and specifications for the New 
Municipal Buildings in accordance with their Memorandum of the 28th 
September, they find that to provide suitable room for the buildings there 
enumerated, it would probably be necessary to acquire one or other of the 
adjoining properties, which could doubtless be bought at a price, even if a full 
one, Until that point is decided and the shape and area of the land is definitely 
settled, plans could hardly be prepared, and in view of the fact that the premium 
to be offered for the plans approved of, would probably be from Tls. 1,000 to 
Tis. 1,500 for the first set, with proportionate amounts for others sent in, which 
the Council might desire to retain, and that the cost of the buildings will amount 
to quite Tls, 300,000 without taking into account the purchase-money of the 
additional land required, the Works Committee recommend that the matter should 
remain in abeyance for reference to and decision at the next Ratepayers’ 
Meeting.” 


Waeevparrow Tax. 


At the Annual Meeting the Council were instructed to increase the 
licence fee for wheelbarrows to 1,000 cash each per month, and notice 
was given to the coolies that the increased tax would be collected on 
and after the 1st April. 

The coolies objected to the proposed increase, and petitioned the 
Native Authorities requesting that the tax should be allowed to remain 
at 400 cash per month, 

A Meeting took place on the 27th March between the Chairman of 
the Council and the Native Authorities, when [the matter was fully 
discussed, but, as will be seen from the annexed minute, nothing was 
definitely settled. 
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An interview took place on the afternoon of 27th March between the Che- 
hsien, the Mixed Court Magistrate and myself and at my request Mr. WANG, 
Police Interpreter, was also present. 

The question discussed was the increased tax on wheelbarrows, The Chehsien 
explained that the coolies who ply these are a poor class of agriculturists who 
come mostly from the Koonpah district during the seasons of the year when 
there is not work at their homes for them, and that they are unable to take up 
any other employment such as carrying goods or dragging rickshaws, and he 
hoped that the tax might be raised in a more gradual rate, say 200 cash a year, 

They are very poor and have their families to support and cannot afford to 
pay the present tax of 1,000 cash. 

For the Council it was then stated that as far back as the Land Renters’ 
Meeting of March 1877, the inconvenience caused by the heavy and bulky weights 
carried on wheelbarrows was complained of, but while the taxes on rickshas and 
carriages had been successively raised to their present rates the tax on wheel- 
barrows had remained at 400 cash. This matter had the attention of the Council 
during the last two years, during which the carriage of heavy and bulky cargoes 
had been much increased, and it was only to protect the community against the 
inconvenience thus caused and on account of the damage done to the roads, ete., 
that the tax was raised to its present rate and the measure was carried out 
according to the usual procedure. 

The poverty of the men was again strongly urged and it was proposed that a 
Special Meeting of Land Renters should be called to reconsider the question, on 
which it was explained that under the circumstances the Council did not consider 
the tax unduly heavy, and that it was doubtful if a Land Renters’ Meeting had 
power to make any alterations in the licence fee when once it was passed. It was 
suggested that the Taotai might communicate his views to the Senior Consul for the 
Board of Consuls to take action if they saw their way to it. 

The Chehsien thought wheelbarrows might be prevented from coming into 
the Settlement at all, and it was explained that would do them more harm than 
the Council proposed doing. Limiting the number of barrows would create a 
monopoly in favour of the holders of licences, and it was said that the competition 
amongst the barrow-men—as keen perhaps as in other trades—would reduce the 
men to work for the barest pittance whatever the tax might be. 

Tt was explained that the tax produced last_year Tls. 5,660 and it was 
estimated to amount to Tis. 7,000 for the current year. 

The Chehsien then explained that if the Council could not reduce the tax during 
the current year, he would report to the Taotai and apply to him to contribute Tls.5,000 
towards paying it, and if the Taotai could not do this, the Chehsien would do so himself, 

A promise was given that this should be reported to the Council, but it was 
doubtful if such a proposal could be accepted, and the Meeting then terminated,

On the 81st March the following letter was addressed to the 
Senior Consul by the Taotai, and in compliance with the request con- 
tained in it, the Council agreed to delay collecting the increased fee in 
the meantime. 

[ Translation, ] 


Despatch from Kune, Taotai, to P, J, Hucuzs, ‘Nsq., H.B.M,'s Consul 
General. 

Dated Kwang Siti xvz, 2, 18 (30th March 1888), 

Received 31st March, 

S1z.—On 29th March I received joint Report from Mr, PEI-TA-CHANG, 
Magistrate of Shanghai, Mr, Tsar, Magistrate, of the Mixed Court, and Mr, Wan@ 
Pin, (Sub-Prefect, and Magistrate of the Mixed Court, French Settlement) to the 
effect that— 

The wheelbarrow men Lr Po-KU and others had sent in the following 
Petition to these Magistrates:— 

“ The petitioners are natives of the Country North of the Yangtsze but have 
been many years at Shanghai all engaged in wheeling barrows to earn a living, 
Originally there was no tax on those in the Foreign Settlement, but during the 
reign called Tung-chi (1862-75) the British Municipal Council began to levy a tax 
of 200 cash a month, and subsequently the French Municipal Council did so also, 
At the present time every wheelbarrow is taxed every month in the English 
Settlement 485 cash, and in the French Settlement 400 cash, which is already very 
hard upon the men, and we now suddenly hear that the British Municipal Council 
intend from Ist April, corresponding {0 the 20th day of the 2nd moon of our style, 
to levy a tax of more than 600 cash in addition to the present impost, on every 
barrow per month, and that the French Council intend to do the same, This 
intelligence causes your petitioners the greatest distress and anxiety, Their 
present condition is but little removed from that of beggars, and by working like 
horses and cattle, they can hardly manage to scrape together enough to buy the 
daily rice. The unexpected addition of the above large sum to the tax they have 
to pay will reduce them to such straits that they cannot really see how they will 
be able to subsist and they therefore come round your worships to look for help 
and rescue from the trouble into which they are now menaced,” 

The officials before mentioned make the following observations in their 
Report in the reference to the foregoing Petition:— 

Shanghai is the great centre of Foreign trade, and for the conveyance of 
merchandize those wheelbarrows are employed to a very large extent; as many 
‘as about 2,000 country people, all of them very poor, making their living by 
this labour in the Northern parts of Shanghai. It is quite true that these poor 
people already find it difficult to get together the monthly tax of 400 cash or more 
‘on each barrow levied by the British and French Municipal Councils, but now 
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suddenly both these Councils decide on raising an additional tax of some 600 
cash, a large amount, being in fact as much as the original impost over again with 
a half added, and it becomes a question how are the people to live if they have to 
pay this? 


A further point of consideration is this, viz.—that although the affairs of the . 


Foreign Settlement are managed by the Foreign residents in it, regulations assign- 
ing to them a complete jurisdiction over the Settlement haye not received the 
express and written sanction of the High Authorities of China, Where Chinese 
subjects are concerned the officials of China are there, 

The persons now called upon to pay an additional tax are all Chinese subjects, 
and by rights in such a case the Chinese officials should previously be consulted 
and action should not be taken until the consent of both sides has been obtained, 

The Municipal Council have not in this instance previously consulted with 
the Chinese authorities, or called for an opinion from them, and it is by no means 
permissible for them to entirely, independently and apart, come to such a decision 
and take such action, 

Two of the writers of this Report, Mr. Per and Mr, Tsar, called on Mr, Woop, 
Chairman of the British Municipal Council, to discuss the subject with him, and 
Mr. Woop insisted on the impracticability of modifying the decision which had 
been passed by the whole body of the foreign merchants, and we hear that the 
additional tax will come into operation certainly on the Ist of April, 

If, however, persons are charged before our tribunals in consequence of the 
wheelbarrow men’s inability to pay the additional tax, the imposition of which 
has never been properly discussed, the Municipal Council thus not allowing these 
men to follow their callings, we as Magistrates will not be prepared to give judg- 
ments contrary to our idea of what is right, or to act in an oppressive manner 
towards these indigent Chinese, 

It is, moreover, to be apprehended that troubles may arise when they find 
themselves suddenly without the means to buy their daily food, and it is impos- 
sible to guarantee that this will not happen. We as Magistrates have the care of 
the people entrusted to our hands, and it is our heart-felt wish that all Chinese 
and foreigners may live at peace with each other, We respectfully request you, 
taking into consideration the importance of this matter to the people’s living, to 
address an official despatch to H.B,M.’s Consul-General, the Doyen of the Corps 
Consulaire and to the Consul-General of France, so that the Council may be 
moved to remove the additional tax at once and to request these gentlemen to 
Teply to such despatch as soon as possible so that Proclamations may be issued 
which will obviate the breaking out of any disturbance, 

This will be of great benefit to the poor people and of great advantage to the 
place in general, 

With reference to the above Report I would observe that the wheelbarrow 
men in the Foreign Settlement are all extremely poor and peaceable people who 
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make by wheeling merchandize in their barrows very small earnings compared 
with the labourers who carry burdens on their shoulders, and so have the less 
to spare, ; 

‘They render much service to the foreign hongs, and already working very 
hard to earn a living find it by no means easy to get together the tax of about 
400 cash collected from each wheelbarrow every month by the Municipal Council, 

It is perfectly true that if an additional tax of about 600 cash a barrow per 
month be imposed upon them the amount will be so excessively heavy that they 
will be without the means of paying it. 

They should be treated in this matter with due consideration for their 
circumstances, 

Moreover, in a case of raising an additional tax like this, the British and 
French Municipal Councils should previously fully discuss the matter, and it is 
essential that the wheelbarrow men should agree before the tax is put into 
operation, To raise such an additional tax on the Ist April is too sudden, and it 
is to be feared that the popular dissatisfaction thus caused may eventuate in a 
disturbance, 

I have therefore the honour to request you to be good enough to move the 
Municipal Council to abstain from levying the additional tax in question and so 
show their consideration for these indigent Chinese labourers and their liberality 
of views, 

The proposed course of action in imposing an additional tax at such a near 
date as Ist April is extremely to be deprecated as likely to give rise to 
disturbances, 

T have the honour also to request that you will send me a despatch in reply 
to enable me to give instructions for the issue of a Proclamation to reassure the 
public as soon as’ possible, 

Iam communicating in the above sense with the Consul-General of France,

Subsequently a great many communications were received from the 
Taotai through the Senior Consul, representing the poverty of the 
coolies and their inability to pay any additional licence fee, and the 
Consular Body having recommended that no increase should be made 
in the wheelbarrow tax at present, the Council finally decided to leave 
the licence fee unchanged and to continue collecting it at the rate of 
400 cash per month until the end of the year. 
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Water ror Mounicipat Purposss. 


The contract with the Shanghai Waterworks Company terminated 
on the 30th June, and after a good deal of correspondence on the subject 
@ new contract was made for a further term of five years from the 
1st July, by which the Company agree to supply a maximum quantity of 
200,000 gallons of water daily for an annual payment of Tis. 12,500, less 
a discount of 10 per cent should it be found that the quantity used 
during the year has not exceeded an average of 150,000 gallons per day, 
and to make no additional charge for the water used for extinguishing fires, 
20 additional hydrants have been erected in various parts of the Settlement, 

Annexed is the correspondence on the subject, and a copy of the 
new contract :

GENTLEMEN,—The Agreement between the Municipal Council and your 
Company for the supply of water for Municipal purposes will, as you are aware, 
expire on the 30th June next, 

The Council will therefore be glad to learn at the earliest convenience of your 
Directors, their views as to the terms upon which they are willing to renew the 
contract for a term of years from 30th June 1888, 

You are no doubt aware that at the last Ratepayers’ Meeting the Chairman of 
the Council pointed out that the above contract required renewal and that it might 
be advisable at the same time to inquire into the terms and conditions on which 
the whole water supply of the Settlement can be acquired, and referring to those 
remarks the Council would wish to be informed if your Company has any proposals 
to make and whether you would prefer to deal with the two subjects of the contract 
for the Municipal supply and the acquisition by the Council of the whole supply of 
water for the Settlement, conjointly or separately,

Srm,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your Chairman’s letter 
No, 88/860 of the 10th instant having reference to the renewal of our Contract with 
the Council for the supply of Water for Municipal requirements, which expires on 
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the 30th June next; enquiring the terms and conditions upon which the Council 
could acquire the lease of the whole Water supply of the Settlement, and asking 
whether this Company would prefer to deal with these two subjects conjointly or 
separately, 

Your letter was laid before the Directors at their last meeting on the 17th inst, 
and I am requested to reply thereto as follows :— 

With regard to the two questions referred to in your letter, viz. : (a), the renewal 
of the Contract for the supply of Water for Municipal purposes, and () the leasing 
to the Council of the whole of the Water required for the Settlement under their 
control, I beg to inform you that we prefer dealing with these two subjects 
separately, 

As regards the Supply of Water for Municipal requirements, this Company is 
prepared to renew the existing contract for a period not exceeding five years from 
80th June next, on the basis of the terms and conditions of the present contract, 
It has however occurred to the Directors that as the Settlements have extended 
considerably since the date of the original contract in 1881 and will probably con- 
tinue to extend during the next five years, the Council might desire to contract for 
a larger quantity of water than 150,000 gallons per diem, in which case the 
Company will be willing to supply the increased quantity required, at the same 
pro rata price as that at present paid, while the question of erecting additional 
Hydrants for Fire purposes and Watering roads, and extending Mains in new 
districts might become the subject of negotiations between the Council and the 
Company, when no doubt some arrangement satisfactory to both parties could be 
concluded. 

With regard to the acquisition by the Council of the whole Water supply for 
the Settlements North of the Yang-king-pang, I would direct your attention to the 
fact that Article 8 of the existing Agreement between the Council and the Company, 
sets forth fully the terms and conditions upon which the Council can acquire the 
above rights, and the Directors are not at present prepared to make any other pro- 
posals on the subject, They would, however, call special attention to the stipulation 
in clause 8, that the Council should give the Company “not less than one year’s 
notice in writing” of their intention of leasing the Water supply and impress upon the 
Council the necessity of giving us this notice, in order that all necessary prepara- 
tions may be made in good time, to enable the Company to carry out efficiently 
the obligations they will then have to undertake,

Shanghai, 3rd July 1888, 

Sir,—I now beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 24th May last, 
wherein you, by direction of your Council, propose to renew the contract for the 
water required for Municipal purposes for a further term, viz.—The Council to 
take 125,000 gallons of water per day for a payment of Tls, 6,700 and to pay at 
the rate of one dollar for 5,000 gallons for any quantity used in excess of 125,000 
gallons per day. 

In reply I have to inform you that the Waterworks Company is not prepared 
to accept this proposal, but following the suggestions made by the Finance Com- 
mittee of your Council, at their interview with the representatives of the Waterworks 
Company, on the 21st June last, I now beg on behalf of the Company to make the 
following proposals :— 

Firstly—The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum 
daily supply of 126,000 gallons for an annual payment of Tis, 9,125, being at the 
rate of one tael for 5,000 gallons ; any additional quantity that may be taken on 
any day to be paid for at the same rate, and the Company not to be held respon- 
sible for a larger supply than 125,000 gallons on any day, 

Secondly—The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum 
daily supply of 150,000 gallons for Tis. 10,950 less a discount of Tis, 950,— 

- Net Ts, 10,000 per annum; any additional quantity taken on any day to be paid 
for at the rate of one tael for 5,000 gallons, The Company not to be held respon- 
sible for a larger supply than 150,000 gallons per diem, 

Thirdly.—The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum 
daily supply of 200,000 gallons for Tis, 14,600 less a discount of Tis, 2,100,— 
Tis. 12,500 per annum, 

Fourthly.—The Company will place at the disposal of the Council a maximum 
daily supply of 260,000 gallons for Tis. 18,250 less a discount of Tis, 3,250,— 
Ts, 15,000 per annum, 

It being understood the daily supply under these Third and Fourth proposals. 
is to be used for reasonable Municipal purposes, such as those for which the supply 
has hitherto been taken, and that if more than the quantity agreed upon is taken 
upon any day for such purposes, it is to be paid for pro rata. The Company not to 
be held responsible for a larger supply than that contracted for, but for the 
requirements of the Fire Brigade service it agrees to give sucha supply as its 
means will admit of, without extra charge, 

‘These proposals are based upon a charge of one tael for 5,000 gallons, allowing 
to the Council a reasonable discount for increase in quantity, this standard of price 
having, as was explained to the Finance Committee, been adopted owing to the 
depreciation of silver, the present sterling value of the tael being the same as the 
sterling value of the Mexican dollar when the agreement which has just expired 
was made,

I would further point out that even at the rate of one tael for 5,000 gallons, 
the Council will be provided with their supply upon terms which compare very 
favourably with those current in England, the cost to them being without discount 
about 10d. per thousand gallons, whilst under the discount allowed for increased 
supply the lowest cost will be about 8d. per thousand gallons irrespective of any 
excess of quantity that the Fire Brigade will be provided with free of charge, 

__ With respect to the 48 additional hydrants suggested by the Finance Committee, 
the Company will, in the event of any of its proposals being accepted, place 20 in 
the positions indicated by plan submitted to the Engineer of the Company at the 
interview on the 21st June, 

With regard to the other 23, as the outlay necessary to place them in the posi- 
tions suggested would amount to about Tls, 20,000, the Company is not prepared to 
inour the expense without adequate remuneration, and consider a fair charge would 
be 10 per cent. per annum on the outlay incurred, of which 8 per cent. should be 
yearly placed to credit of the depreciation fund, of which the Council will get the 
Denefit, should they hereafter avail themselves of their right to acquire the works 
of the Company. 

It is further understood that when the Company find the profit derived from 
the sale of water delivered through these mains, is equal to the remuneration paid 
by the Council, the charge for interest on outlay shall then cease, P 

Regarding the absence of Caps upon the hydrants, to which attention was 
drawn by the Finance Committee, your Council is aware from previous correspon- 
dence upon the subject, that this defect is the result of thefts which the Police seem 
to be unable to prevent, and hence the Company is reluctant to incur the expense of 
refitting the hydrants as they were originally, but it will give attention to the 
suggestion of the Finance Committee regarding Caps of a less expensive character, 
and trust the Council will instruct the. Police to use every effort to prevent the new 
Caps from being stolen.

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The Company to place at the disposal of the Council 2 maximum daily supply 
of 200,000 gallons for Tis. 14,600 per annum, less a discount of Tis, 2,100 or say net 
Tis, 12,500 with the understanding that if the quantity of water used by the Council 
during the year does not average more than 150,000 gallons per day a further 
discount of 10 per cent, will be allowed on the above sum of Tis, 12,500, reducing 
the amount to Tis, 11,250, 

The Council understand that the water is to be used for reasonable Municipal 
purposes and that if more than 200,000 gallons are used on any day, the additional 
quantity is to he paid for pro rata, the Company, however, not to be held 
responsible for a larger supply than that contracted for ; but for the requirements 
of the Fire Brigade, the Company is to supply such quantity as its means will 
admit of without any additional charge, 

‘The Council agree to the proposed arrangement for additional hydrants, which

AGREEMENT WITH THE WATER WorKs CoMPANY. 


Tuis INDENTURE made the fourteenth day of November One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-eight Between The Shanghai Waterworks Company Limited 
(who are hereinafter referred to as “the Company,”) of the one part and The 
Council for the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai north of the Yang-king-pang 
(who with their successors in office are hereinafter referred to as “the Council” 
of the other part, WHeRmAS by an Indenture dated the eighteenth day of March 
One thousand eight hundred and eighty-one and expressed to be made 
between the Company of the first part the Council (in the now reciting 
Indenture described as the Council for the Foreign Community of Shanghai) 
of the second part and Alexander McLeod, Henry Riches Hearn, Robert 
Mackenzie and John Melancthon Ringer of the the third part (among other 
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things) the Company covenanted with the Council that they would from the date 
of the completion of the Works in tho said Indenture now in recital mentioned 
provide and deliver (except during times when they should be prevented by 
unavoidable cause) both night and day a constant and effective supply of pure 
water for watering roads and streets, extinguishing fires, flushing drains, public 
drinking fountains (which were to be used strictly as such and erected only in 
such places and in such manner, as notin any way to interfere with the Company's 
business of selling water tothe population of Shanghai) Police stations Municipal 
offices and for all or any other Municipal purposes at all the hydrants to be 
provided by the Company for such purposes and by such other appropriate 
means as might be provided by the Council such water to be supplied at a pressure 
when it left the Company's water-tower equal to a head of water of from Kighty- 
five to One hundred feet. And it was by the Indenture now in recital further 
provided that the charges to be made by the Company for the supply of water for 
Municipal purposes should provided such supply did not exceed One hundred and 
fifty thousand gallons per diem be for the first five years from the date when the 
Company should commence to supply water Hight thousand Taels per annum 
payable quarterly and that if a larger supply than One hundred and fifty thousand 
Gallons should be required the charge for the surplus should be at the same rate 
per gallon, AND WHEREAS the period of Five years from the date when the 
Company commenced to supply water for Municipal purposes ended on the thirtieth 
day of June last, AND WHEREAS the Company and the Council are desirous of 
entering into an agreement for the supply by the Company of water for Municipal 
purposes for a further period of Five years from the first day of July last and for 
other objects hereinafter mentioned. Now this Indentare witnesseth that it is 
hereby mutually covenanted and agreed by and between the said parties hereto 
(the Council covenanting on behalf of themselves and their successors in office) 
as follows :— 

1,—The Company shall (except when they shall be prevented by unavoidable 
cause) during the period of Five years computed from the first day of July One 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-eight place at the disposal of the Council for 
reasonable Municipal purposes as mentioned in the hereinbefore recited Indenture 
a constant and effective maximum daily supply of Two hundred thousand gallons 
of filtered water such supply to be ayailable by night as well as by day, 


2,—The Council shall pay to the Company for the supply mentioned in the 
last preceding clause the sum of Twelve thousand five hundred Taels Shanghai 
Sycee per annum such sum to be paid by as nearly as may be equal monthly 
payments on the last day of each calendar month the first of such monthly 
payments to become due on the thirty-first day of July One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-eight and in case on any one day reckoning from midnight 
to midnight and so often as the consumption of water for Municipal purposes 
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shall exceed onany one day as aforesaid Two hundred thousand gallons the excess 
shall be paid for at the rate of One Tael per Five thousand gallons, 

3.—In case at the end of any year it shall appear that the consumption of 
water for Municipal purposes during such year has not averaged more than One 
hundred and fifty thousand gallons per diem the Company shall forthwith on 
demand in writing by the Council which demand shall be sufficient if left at the 
office of the Company at Shanghai return and pay to the Council a sum (One 
thousand two hundred and fifty Taels) equal to a discount of ten per centum 
upon the said sum of Twelve thousand five hundred Taels, 

4,—The Company shall not be bound to supply for Municipal purposes on 
any one day reckoned as aforesaid more than Two hundred thousand gallons of 
water, but for the purposes of the Fire Brigade the Company shall be bound to 
supply such quantity of water as shall be required and as its means will admit of 
without making any extra charge for such supply but such supply shall be taken 
into account in estimating the average daily consumption of water for the 
purposes of clause Three hereof, - 

5.—The Company shall forthwith at their own expense and cost erect 
twenty hydrants in the positions indicated on the plan submitted to the Engineer 
of the Company on or about the twenty-first day of July One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-eight and shall in all cases when mains are laid by them for 
their own purposes in places to which their mains have not heretofore been 
extended provide and erect in connection with such mains at their own expense a 
suitable number of hydrants to the satisfaction of the Council for use in case of 
fire and of drinking fountains (to be used strictly as such) and to be erected in 
such places and in such manner as may be agreed upon between the parties hereto 
but so as not to interfere in any way with the Company's business of selling water 
to the population of Shanghai, 

6.—The Company shall from time to time lay down mains or pipes to 
any place within the jurisdiction of the Council to which the Council may 
desire to have water conveyed and in connection with such mains or pipes 
shall provide and erect such hydrants as the Council may require but the Council 
shall pay to the Company ten per cent per annum upon the amount which the 
Company shall have expended in the laying down and erection of such mains or 
pipes and hydrants until such time as the net revenue derived by the Company from 
the supply of water through such mains or pipes shall amount to such per centage, 
Of the per centage so as aforesaid to be paid by the Council three-tenths shall be 
placed to the credit of the Depreciation or Sinking Fund mentioned in the 
hereinbefore recited Indenture of the eighteenth day of March One thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-one, 

7,—Except so far as the same is hereby modified and subject to the 
modifications and provisions hereby made the said hereinbefore recited Indenture 
shall remain in full force,

The Inspector of Nuisances having reported to the Council that the 
hydrants on the Bund at which the water-carts are filled were most 
inconveniently situated, as the carts when stopping at them interrupt the 
traffic, and interfere with brokers and others calling at the offices in 
front of which the hydrants are placed, it was decided to have some 
change made; and on his suggestion an arrangement was made with the 
Water Works Company to have four hydrants erected close to the curb- 
stone on the east side of the Bund, where there are no houses, and where 
the carts will not interfere with the traffic. 

The cost of supplying the four hydrants was Tls. 552, on which 
amount 10 per cent. per annum is to be paid, in accordance with 
clause 6 of the new agreement with the Water Works Company for the 
supply of water for Municipal purposes. 


Soochow Crerx. 


The annexed correspondence and minutes of meetings with the 
Chinese officials give full particulars of what has taken place during the 
past year with reference to the dredging of the Soochow Creek and the 
defining of the limits of the foreshores. 


Minutes of Meeting on the 14th January 1888, 

A meeting took place in the Board Room on Saturday forenoon (14th inst.) 
between the Che-sien, Mixed Court Magistrate and Mr, Ze-lan-cha, and the 
Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Surveyor, about the dredging of the Soochow Creek, 
when explanations were exchanged about the line of the foreshore proposed on the 
South bank between the Honan and Fokien road bridges, and about the continua- 
tion of the North Soochow road as far as the Keechong Filature ; also about the 
line to be adopted below the Szechuen road bridge to the mouth of the Creek, 
and by desire of the Che-sien it was decided that a double row of flags should be 
placed, one to show the line of what the native authorities consider to be the 
original banks of the Creek, the other, the limits of the dredging operations they 
propose, 

It was pointed out that what is known as the Ince foreshore has formed the 
subject of a suit in the British Supreme Court in consequence of which it is now 
set apart for public uses, 
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Before the dredging was commenced further reference was necessary to the 
Taotai Li who had returned from Soochow. 

A beginning would be made at the mouth, the “Anding” dredger being 
employed, 4 
* In answer to an enquiry, it was stated that the mud excavated would probably 
be deposited on the Pootung side, and when it was suggested that it should be used 
to fill up the front of the Public Garden to the line laid down in the plans, 
reference to the Taotai Li was required, whose reply should be communicated in 
due course, 

Beyond a statement that the dredging would be commenced as soon as 
possible, no date was named for its commencement,

Sir,—I have the honour to own receipt of your letter of the 2Ist instant, 
informing me that the native authorities will commence dredging the mouth of 
the Soochow Creek on the 27th instant, employing the “Anding” dredger for that 
purpose. 
On the 23rd December at the Taotai’s Yamén and on the Mth instant at our 
Board Room, meetings took place between the Native Authorities, the Vice-Chairman, 
the Municipal Surveyor and myself on the subject of the dredging and bunding of 
the Soochow Creek, and on behalf of the Council it was explained that the mem- 
bers present could only discuss questions connected with the dredging and 
embanking of the creek, in doing which the Council would render all the assistance 
in their power, being very desirous not only to have the banks of the creek 
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reclaimed from their present unsatisfactory condition, but also to secure if possible 
a roadway on one, if not on both banks within the limits of the Settlement; and 
they were gratified to receive from the Taotai and the other officials assurances of 
their readiness to work in harmony with the Council in carrying out these im- 
portant works, The plan prepared by the Council to show the line of bundings and 
reclaimed foreshores proposed by them was considered in connection with that 
drawn up by the Native Authorities, and it was ultimately found that there was no 
more material difference between them, than appeared capable of adjustment when 
the Che-sien had marked out with flags on the spot the line of dredging which he 
proposed. The Che-sien was to have these flags placed in position, and the 
Council are still waiting for him to do this to arrive ata final decision on the 
subject, 

The most important portion by far of the operations about to be commenced 
is that at the mouth of Creek on account of the effects which may be produced in 
the Whangpoo (or Wusung) river through the direction given to the flow of the 
tides in and out of the creek in consequence of the formation of its mouth, 

This question has already been studied by competent authorities, and I do not 
hesitate to beg you to urge the officials to adopt, as far as circumstances will 
permit, the line of bunding which after much discussion was proposed by the 
Committee specially appointed in 1884 to report on it, 

At the last interview with the Che-sien he was asked to allow the mud exca- 
vated to be used for filling up the Public Garden foreshore to that line, and he 
promised to refer the request to the officer in charge of the dredging operations 
and to inform us of his decision; this has not yet been communicated to us, 
I shall therefore feel obliged if you will ascertain for the Council what decision — 
has been come to about it, for if the dredging is to be commenced as soon as the 
date named, and the mud is to be used as the Council recommend, there is but 
short time for our surveyor to do the necessary work of marking out the new 
Bund line, ete, 

I avail of this opportunity to solicit your kind offices with the Taotai 
in connection with this question of dredging and embanking the Soochow Creek, 
and I donot doubt but that after the assurances of friendly and harmonious 
co-operation received from him, it will be an easy task to come to an early under- 
standing about the line of embankment to be adopted, and I need not now insist 
on the immense importance it is to the Settlements to have good roads along the 
Creek, and its course regulated and kept in good order. My reason for pressing, 
as much as I am allowed to, for an early decision on these matters is that if the 
Council’s proposals are adopted, and about them I shall at any moment be ready to 
supply you with any further information you may require, the Council will have 
to prepare estimates of the considerable expenditure which the embankments, 
bundings and making roads will entail, and also to enter into some negotiations 
with the owners of properties situated on the Creek ; if these estimates and other 
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details can be completed in time they will necessarily form the subject of a special 
resolution which will have to be brought forward at the forthcoming Ratepayers’ 
Meeting, and in support of which the Council desire to supply the fullest informa- 
tion at their command, but they can do nothing effectual until they have the 
views of the native officials, which I am now begging you to obtain from them,

S1r,—I have received your two notes of the 24th January and 4th of 
February, quoting a letter from the Municipal Council, to the effect that they 
would be willing to facilitate the two matters of dredging and bunding the mouth 
of the Soochow Creek, and asking on their behalf whether they might use the 
excavated mud to raise the spit in front of the Public Garden, so as to stimulate 
the current and prevent further silting up. 

I gave directions for enquiry to be made into the matter, and have now 
received the reply of the Shanghai Magistrate P‘ei, He says that the Soochow 
“Creek, originally called the Woosung River, is the general outlet for the waters 
leading from the Tai-hu Lake, and of great importance to the water-courses of 
Kiang Su and Ché Kiang. The Creek was once as much as 300 feet or more 
broad ; but, of late, owing to the silting up of each bank, the current has not had 
a free flow, and the place being inconveniently blocked up by boat traffic, Chioa 
is now excavating and deepening it; but, if the mud thus excavated be used for 
raising the spit in front of the Public Garden, it is by no means certain that the 
effect will be to stimulate the current. The present facilitating of her water com- 
munications is a matter which is rightly undertaken by China, and there would 
appear to be no necessity for troubling the Municipal Council to make suggestions, 
As to their proferred aid in arranging with the different owners about compensa- 
tion for such land as may be yielded up for a road, the Magistrate went to see the 
Chairman of the Municipal Council on the 26th January, and explained to him 
that the mud banks of the Creek were Government accretion as part of the river- 
bed, and land which the owners were not entitled to take. The Chairman verbally 
agreed to at once remove the newly erected boundary stones on the north bank, 


The Magistrate now asks me to review his proceedings and take steps in 
the matter, 
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[have examined the old archives on this subject, and taking into due consi- 
deration the present condition of affairs, I find, with reference to the question of 
filling in the Garden spit, that in the year 1868, the ‘Ways and Means Office” 
newly filled in 30,473 mw of land in the north part of Shanghai in that portion of 
the river which lies near the great bridge, and these measurements were corro- 
borated by the Magistrate and Deputy. As it lay in front of your Consulate, was 
to serve purely as a place of recreation, was not to be built upon at all for purposes 
of residence or profit, and therefore stood on a different footing from ordinary 
leaseholds, the waiving of annual rent was temporarily sanctioned on the under- 
standing that should it hereafter be let to the uses of Foreign Merchants, or built 
upon for profit, the site was to be confiscated to the Chinese Government, and 
then be dealt with as with any other land. The then Consul, Mr, WINCHESTER, 
applied for an evidentiary document, and the then Taotai (now promoted), issued 
the necessary temporary stamped documents to be kept by those concerned. This 
then is the Public Garden site filled in by the Foreign Merchants actually measur- 
ing a little over 30 mu, From 1868 till now 20 years have elapsed, and beyond 
the site, an accretion of silt has accumulated, which proves that the more the 
banks of the Creek are filled in, the more they silt up. The mouth becoming 
daily narrower, the flow of water is not free, and the sand necessarily accumulates 
or settles, If the new accretion be filled in again, then we have already this one 
instance before us, and after a few years a further and fresh accretion will take 
place in front of the land thus filled in, and as the area of water will thus be 
narrower than ever, it is to be feared that the water interests of Kiang Su and 
Ohé Kiang provinces will be seriously affected, so that it will be absolutely 
necessary to take this matter into further consideration before deciding. 

China apportions her land taxation according to the quantity of cultivable 
land, and the taxes on land for each district are all fixed in amount. Rivers have 
never been subject to land tax, but, when a part of them is left exposed, it ought 
to be raised to taxation, In 1868 when the Foreign Council filled in the 30 odd 
mu of shoreland forming the Public Garden, as it was in front of your Consulate, 
the other adjoining new land along the river was also not called upon to be raised 
to taxation, and hence the collection of an annual rent was temporarily waived. At 
present the number of shorelands on both banks which have become good land is 
very numerous, and wherever'such do not stand in the way of the water interests, 
they ought to be measured by the District Magistrate, appraised, offered to tender, 
and entered as an item subject to the fixed land-tax. Now the fact of the above 
mentioned Public Garden in its original dimensions having never fetched a price 
or paid rent was already something contrary to Chinese Law, Moreover, the area 
of the Creek there used to be over 300 feet in width, and has of late gradually 
grown narrower, whilst the new accretions on each bank have never yet been 
entered as taxable in the fixed lists, but have all been irregularly appropriated by 
individuals, As we are now clearing off these questions of raising to taxation, 
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and leasing out at a rent, it becomes necessary to find out where was the former 
bed of the Creek ; how far the old banks reached to, etc, Al) inside the old banks 
is cultivable land, taxable under the fixed register, all outside the banks is new 
Jand which has not paid land-tax. Such of the latter as stands in the way of the 
-water interests must be dug away ; but wherever.such be not injurious to the 
water interests, it should count as Government land, and in accordance with the 
law and practice be fairly appraised by the authorities and offered by public 
tender to Chinese purchasers, If the Foreign Merchants are willing to pay for it, 
and take it on lease, special arrangements can also be made, 

Now that China is carrying out these matters in connection with the deepen- 
ing of the Creek and the Settlement of boundaries should there be any grounds 
rendering necessary the assistance of the Chairman of the Municipal Council, of 
course application will be made to him accordingly with a view to assistance being 
rendered in a friendly spirit, In addressing you this reply, I beg you to come 
municate it to him as well.

Minutes of Meeting on 26th January 1888, 


A meeting took place on the afternoon of the 26th inst, in the Board Room 
of the Municipal offices, at which were present the Chesien, the Magistrates of the 
two Mixed Courts, Mr, Zen LancHA, and the Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Municipal Surveyor. 

The proposed extension of the North-Soochow Road, west from the North- 
Honan Road was discussed, and the Chinese officials appeared desirous of calling 
in question the amended Bund line laid down by the Council after the one they 
originally proposed had been objected to by the Taotai, last September, they also 
wished to bring into discussion questions connected with the ownership and 
measurements of some of the properties situated along the line of the Road, and 
raised objections about the stones which had been placed in position by tho 
Council to mark the boundaries on the landward, north, side of the Road, 

On behalf of the Council, it was again and strongly represented that 
questions concerning the ownership of properties, or what the original or former 
foreshores of the Creek might have been could not be discussed by them, they 
were only at liberty to confer about matters connected with dredging the Creek

and the rectification of the foreshores, and they wished the Chinese officials to 
fulfil their promise of having the line of foreshore which they propose marked 
out with flags, when it could be seen if an agreement could be arrived at about 
the Bunding, such as would provide space for the roads on one or both banks of 
the Creek, which the Council consider it so desirable to make; it might not be 
possible, all at once and in some places, to obtain all-the land sufficient for roads 
of a minimum width of 30 feet, but that might be acquired in course of time if 
the Chinese officials were, in the first instance, prepared to accept a foreshore line 
approximating to that shownYon the Council's plans; and as it was only on the 
condition that something like the Council’s plans could be carried out, that they 
could recommend the Ratepayers to incur the heavy expenditure which the 
bunding, embankments and laying out the Roads would necessitate, nothing 
would be done about the extension of the North-Soochow road pending the 
solution of the foregoing questions, 

It was intimated that the Taotai was in favour of filling in the foreshore of 
the Public Garden as proposed by the Council, and perhaps some of the mud 
excavated by the “Anding” might be used for that purpose, after some requirements 
of the China Merchants’ Company on the Pootung side had been satisfied, 


HLM, Consulate-General, 
Shanghai, 28th January 1888, 
Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 28rd 
inst, relative to the dredging and bunding of the Soochow Creek. I have written to 
the Taotai requesting his attention to the importance of the facts £0 fully and 
clearly stated by you, and on receipt of his reply I will send you a translation as 
soon as possible, 


Meantime I may state that, on the 24th inst, I had an interview with the 
Taotai on the subject of your letter, At this interview he produced a plan of the 
mouth of the Creek on which he had marked the portion intended to be dredged 
by the “Anding.” The line of dredging corresponds as nearly as possible to that 
which I understand the Council to advocate, and will admit of some of the mud 
excavated being deposited in front of the Public Garden, the extension of which 
can then, as the Taotai remarked, be taken into consideration. This no doubt is 
8o far very satisfactory: but, with regard to the part of the Creek above the 
Garden Bridge, the Taotai could not see his way to having the line of 
embankment marked out at once, Questions connected with the boundaries of 
property and the payment for alluvial accretions should in his opinion be first 
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disposed of, and he expressed a wish that the boundaries of lots should be pointed 
out before the new embankments were defined. 

It is possible that further consideration may induce the Taotai to regard the 
improvement of the water-way and the regulation of the river banks as of 
primary and immediate importance. But, so far as my present information goes, 
Iam inclined to think that there will be so much delay on the part of the 
Chinese Authorities in the progress of the work above the Garden Bridge, that the 
Council can hardly expect to be in a position to submit complete estimates of the 
cost of embankment to the approaching annual meeting of Ratepayers,

S1r,—I have the honor to acknowledge your letter of the 17th February, 
enclosing translation of a despatch from the Taotai in which he details the 
opinions of the Shanghai Magistrate, Mr. Pxt, on the subject of the dredging, ete., 
of the Soochow Creek, and I now beg to thank the Taotai for this communication, 

From it, however, it would appear that the Native Authorities are under some 
misapprehension as to the position the Council intended to take, for we have never 
entertained the idea of making any suggestions about facilitating the water-ways 
of China, but we have expressed our desire to be allowed to take advantage of the 
dredging operations now being carried out by the Chinese Government, to improve 
the foreshores of the Creek so far as they come under the control of the Council 
as custodians of the roads and public thoroughfares and places in the Settlement. 

Our plan of the Creek, which coincides so nearly with that prepared by the 
Native Authorities, was drawn up on the reports and surveys of a number of 
competent experts, and there can be little doubt that were the Creek dredged and 
embanked according to these plans the danger would be minimized of a fresh 
silting up of the bed of the Creek as has happened so speedily after previous 
dredgings, 

As regards the proposed wéstward extension of the North-Soochow road, it is 
true that the Council removed the stones which had been placed to mark the 
landward side of the road, but I have to state that this was agreed to at the urgent 
request of Mr, Prt at our interview of the 26th January, and it was then distinctly 
stated that it would only be done asa personal favor to him, 
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In the unsettled state in which the question of this extension was at the time, 
the Council did not attach very much importance to keeping the stones in place, 
but they held then, as they do now, that it is within their competence to acquire 
by purchase or free surrender, from the registered owners, the land required for 
this road which is already a public way, and mark and lay it out so that the fore- 
shores of the Creek are not encroached on in any way to its detriment as a waterway, 

In all our correspondence and interviews we have taken special care to confine 
ourselves to the discussion of matters relating to the dredging of the Creek and 
the reclamation of the foreshores and have declined to enter into any having 
reference to the original width of the Creek or of the accretions which may have 
taken place, such being quite out of our province and depending for adjust- 
ment onthe Native and Consular Authorities and the land-owners concerned, 
On the same grounds I think the question of the Public Garden is foreign to the 
present subject except in so far as our request is concerned that some of the mud 
excavated by the “Anding” dredger might be used for filling up the foreshore of 
the Garden to the line of which I understand the Taotai has intimated his approval. 

In formulating this request the Council had principally in view the improve- 
ment of the mouth of the Creek as shown in the plans already referred to,—tho 
acquisition of more land for the Garden was a secondary consideration though, 
undoubtedly, any extension of it that does not cause injury to the Creek would be 
very desirable, 

I think it has been explained with sufficient clearness that all the Council 
desire is that they should be allowed to bund and embank the foreshores of the 
Creek to any line laid down by the Native Authorities provided that it thereby 
affords space now, or the hope at some future time of acquiring it, sufficient for 
making roads on one or both banks without encroaching on the Creek so as to 
interfere with its functions as a water-way. Such roads would be of great benefit 
and utility to the Settlements and the reclamation of the foreshores would be a 
great sanitary measure, 

I think I may point to the small section between the North Honan road and 
the General Hospital, which has been partially bunded since 1876, as proof of the 
success of such work, as there has been little or no silting up there since. 

The importance of the measures advocated by the Council is so self-evident 
that I have every confidence that you will continue to give their representations 
your valuable support ; it will be considered a matter for much regret should the 
Native Authorities ultimately not see their way to authorize their adoption.

Whereas the Woosung Creek, also called the Soochow Creek, is in pursuance 
of instructions received from the High Authorities, to be dredged, and the lands 
bordering on it to be accurately delimited, and whereas, on the banks of the said 
Creek, from the Great Bridge to the Sinza Bridge, the people dwelling on the 
banks, both North and South, are in the habit of depositing and heaping up rafts 
of bamboo or wood, and piles of stones, in such a manner as to make it easy for 
an obstruction by the silting-up of mud to be caused throagh the action of the 
constantly rising and receding tides, and whereas it is now necessary, as the 
dredging operations are to be commenced immediately, to remove these 
obstructions to another place without loss of time, Now therefore this proclama- 
tion is issued to notify all persons of the same before-hand, and notice is hereby 
given to all persons, all traders, all tipaos residing at or belonging to the places 
above mentioned, that they must, in obedience hereto, at once remoye to, and 
deposit in, another place, all rafts of wood or bamboo, all heaps of stones, and 
other obstructions whatsoever, and that from now henceforth they will not be 
permitted to place or to keep such obstructions on the said banks of the Creek, 
as they cause detriment to the water-channel, and if any shall wilfully disobey, 
he shall be brought to justice and duly punished, no indulgence being shown to 
him.

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MINUTES OF MEETING in the Municipal Board Room between Mr, UNG, Taotai’s 
Deputy, Mr. ZEE LAN CHa, Mr. A. G. Woop, Chairman of the Council, 
Mr. CLARK, Municipal Surveyor, and Mr. SENG, Interpreter, on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, 9th January 1889, 


Mr. Une produced a map of the Soochow Creek between the Honan road and 
Garden bridges and proceeded to explain in reference to the North bank of the 
Creek that according to the Chinese plans the roadway, which was from 30a 50 ft, 
wide, encroached, as was shown on his map, on the foreshore of the Creek and was 
in such places on Chinese Government land. 

It was intended to have re-measurements made of the properties bordering on 
the Creek, but as this would take considerable time Mr. Une wished to place 
boundary stones in the roads to show the demarcation between a width of 80 ft. for 
the Municipal road and the foreshore claimed by the Chinese Government. These 
stones would be buried in the ground, and it was not intended to abstract any of 
the land from public use, 

For the Council, it was explained that this road was made about 15 years ago 
by agreement with the landowners who surrendered the land required for it, 
The Chairman further stated that it was not in his power to assent to the proposal 
to place any boundary stones in the road which was claimed to its present dimen- 
sions by the Council, but he did not see any objection to the Native Authorities 
placing boundary stones on the outside of the present road and bunding, 

The foreshores of the South bank were then discussed, Mr, UN@’s proposal to 
place boundary stones on the outside edge of the present road being objected to. 
The question of the limit of the foreshore was one which did not come under the 
cognizance of the Council, but was one which lay between the Chinese Government 
and the owners of the land, and the Council assumed that the Title Deed con- 
stituted proof of valid ownership. 

Mr. Une then referred to the request made by the Council to be allowed to 
use the mud taken out of the Creek for filling up the new roads in Hongkew, and 
when it was explained that this mud would not be made use of for filling up any 
of the foreshores, it was arranged that the Municipal contractors should be 
instructed to apply for it, 

Mr. Une then produced a map of the section of the Creek between the Honan 
and Fuhkien road bridges, The position of the new Shansi road bridge was 
explained and approved of, 

With regard to the proposed continuation westward of the North Soochow road, 
Mr. UnG’s map showed that this was on what was claimed as Chinese Government 
land and he therefore requested that the Council would defer making up the road 
until the various owners of the adjacent properties had been consulted and their 
lands measured. The Chairman stated that he would refer Mr, UN@'s request to 
the Council and wished to know how long these references would take; negotia-

tions about the road already extended over about 18 months and little progress 
had been made, The Jand had been surrendered to the Council by the registered 
owners, and while the Council would go on with making up the road, it was not 
their intention to interfere with the River-bank until a decision about the line of 
foreshore was arrived at. 

Mr. Une next produced a map of the mouth of the Creek from the Garden 
bridge, also a plan stated to be that of the Council made in 1868, and it was claimed 
that more land had since been enclosed, but this was not admitted, the slopes of 
the Bund probably accounting for the difference, and discussion turned on what 
would be the proper direction to give to the mouth of the Creek, 

Mr. UNG was in favor of cutting away the bank in front of the Public Garden, 
also that of the opposite side. The Municipal plan was then referred to and it was 
explained that the line traced on it was that recommended by a number of com- 
petent engineers as providing best fora good mouth to the Creek and a regular 
flow of the flood and ebb-tides, and that in proposing it the Council were consi- 
dering not so much the acquisition of more land for the Public Garden as the 
conservation of the Soochow Creek, and Mr. UNG appeared satisfied with these 
explanations. 

The Chairman mentioned that Mr. HucHes had suggested to the Taotai that 
aconference should be held to discuss the question of dealing with the Soochow 
Creek and perhaps thus arrive ata decision of what would be best to do for its 
conservation, and he expressed the hope that Mr, Une would induce the Taotai to 
assent to such a step at an early date,

Proclamation by WENG (UNG), an Expectant Sub-Prefect, Kiangsu, Director 
of the Soochow Creek River Works; WANG, an Expectant Sub-Prefect, Adjoint 
Director of River Works; T’sa1, Mixed Court Magistrate, etc., etc., etc.; and 
P'x1, District Magistrate of Shanghai, etc., etc., etc. 

Whereas, in consequence of orders received from the Taotai, Superintendent 
of Customs, for the dredging of the Channel of the Soochow Creek, a Committee 
has been duly appointed and operations have been commenced, and a Machine 
Dredging-vessel is now at work in deepening the centre of the channel in sections, 
beginning from the Garden Bridge westwards to the Sinza Bridge, and whereas 
eargo-boats have been hired to convey the mud dredged up from place to place, 
and to facilitate their movements it is necessary that plenty of clear space 
should be left on the Creek. And whereas the boat stationed in the Creek, 
and the wood rafts lying by the north bank, arein such numbers and crowded 
so closely together that to dredge this section of the channel it will be 
necessary to remove the boats lying there to another place, and also to raise on to 
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the bank the rafts lying alongside it, and whereas in order to avoid collisions it 
will also be necessary for all steam-launches coming from the east to slow down at 
the Garden Bridge, and for all steam-launches coming from the west to slow down 
at the Sinza Bridge. Now therefore besides directing all native boat charterers 
or agents to order the boatmen to act in accordance herewith, this Proclamation is 
issued, to notify all boatmen and others on native boats to remove to another 
section, and on steam-launches passing to and fro to slow down at the places above 


directed, and not to disobey.

From the correspondence published at pages 178-80 of the 
Municipal Report for last year it will be seen that the Taotai refused 
to allow the Council for 1887 to drain and light the North Honan 
road between the Tiendong road and the Canton Garden, claiming it as 
Chinese Government property, but he undertook that the work should be 
done at his own expense by Mr. Y. Curye-cuona, who has leased all the 
Government land in that locality. 

No steps having been taken by Mr. Y. Cutnc-cnone towards 
carrying out this arrangement, the present Council wrote to him in 
November, calling upon him to have the road drained and lighted and 
offering at the same time to do the work if he preferred it, as the road 
could not be allowed to remain in its present state for another summer. 

Soon afterwards the Taotai informed the Senior Consul that he 
wished the Council to undertake the draining and lighting of the road and 
that he had instructed Mr. Y. Curne-cuone to make the necessary 
arrangements with them ; and provision has been made in the Budget 
for 1889 for having the work done. 

The following is the correspondence on the subject :— 

Shanghai, 22nd November 1888, 
S1n,—I am directed to call your attention to the state of the North Honan 
road, which in wet weather becomes almost impassable beyond the Tiendong road 
owing to the want of a proper drain, and.in hot weather the stench from the

stagnant water which remains on it after rains is a serious danger to the health of 
those living in the neighborhood. 

In October 1887 the Taotai informed the Senior Consul that you had under- 
taken to light and drain the road at your own expense and that if you failed to do 
80 properly the Council would be asked to have the work done. 

As nothing has yet been done towards providing a proper drain for the road 
I am desired to ask you when you intend to have the work done, as the road 
cannot be allowed to remain in its present state during another summer,

§1n,—On the 27th ultimo, when I had the pleasure of seeing you in this 
office, l informed you that at an interview which I had with the Taotai on the 
previous day, he had expressed a wish that the draining and lighting of the North 
Honan Road should be undertaken by the Council, and that for this purpose an 
arrangement should be made by the Council with the lessee of the adjoining 
property, Y. Ching Chong, To this you assented on the part of the Council. I 
also mentioned that the Taotai had at the interview expressed a favorable wpinion 
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of the Council's proposal to construct a bridge across the Creek opposite the 
Shansi Road, that he had also stated that ‘the dredging of the Creek above the 
Garden Bridge would be proceeded with during the cold weather, and that the 
mud dredged from the Creek would be given to the Council, if required for road 
improvements, And I further informed you that the Taotai had renewed the 
promise, which he had previously made to me, to allow the mud flat in front of 
the Public Garden to be taken in, and had stated that for this purpose he would 
depute an official to meet a representative from the Municipal Surveyor's 
Department to mark out boundaries and make other necessary arrangements, 
You expressed your satisfaction with the Taotai’s views on these subjects, 
remarking, however, that as to the Garden, although the additional ground would 
be welcome, the chief object of the Council was to secure such an adjustment 
of the mouth of the Creek as would promote the flow of water and improve the 
navigable channel. 

I then wrote to the Taotai on these several points, communicating to him also 
the substance of your observations, 

I have now received his reply, in which, without referring specially to all the 
points mentioned in my letter, he says in general terms that he has directed Mr, 
Deputy Wéng (Ung) and Mr. Y, Ching Chong to put themselves in communica- 
tion with the Council regarding the matters of bridge construction and road

§rB,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt on the 22nd November 
of your letter conveying the request of the Municipal Council that, in accordance 
with established precedent, the Old Railway road between Shanghai and Woosung 
may be directed to be mended, the bridges becoming constantly more dangerous 
for travelling and being in a very bad condition. 

During the winter of 1884 (x Kuang Hsii) when SHAo, Taotai, (since then 
promoted) was Intendant of Circuit, Mr. Lt Hstu-cHuNG, Magistrate, was deputed 
to inspect and repair thirteen wooden bridges on the Government road from 
Shanghai to Woosung, And during the winter of 1886, (x11 Kuang Hsii), I 
myself, having learned that these wooden bridges were in a dilapidated condition, 
again deputed Mr. Wane Pry, Expectant Assistant Magistrate, to hold an 
inspection and put them into complete repair, and I am at a loss to understand 
how they can have again got into such bad condition within less than two years 
from the date of their last renewal. 

It is extremely important that investigation should be made of this matter, in 
order to ascertain if during the preceding repairs the work was done in a dishonest 
and perfunctory manner, employing unsound wood which would soon decay, or 
if the materials have been removed by thieves; and that on this occasion the 
repairs should be done in the most solid and satisfactory manner, 
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Iam therefore sending instructions to Mr, WANG Pry, who was the Deputy 
of repairs on the last occasion, to proceed with the Pao Shan Magistrate to the 
spot to hold a personal investigation, and to order any repairs which may be 
found necessary to be executed with all possible celerity.

S1r,—I have the honour to refer to your letter of 22nd November, conveying 
the request of the Municipal Council that orders might be issued, according to 
precedent, for the repair of the bridges on the Railway road from Shanghai to 
Woosung, which are in a dilapidated condition and becoming daily more danger- 
ous for traffic, 

On receipt of the letter above referred to, I sent instructions, as I informed 
you in my reply at the time, to Mr. WANG, Deputy in charge of the repairs on a 
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previous occasion, to proceed to the spot to hold an inspection, He now reports 
that he sent for workmen and carefully examined the bridges, ascertaining that 
out of the number of bridges repaired during the winter of the x11 year of 
Kuang Sii, seven are not in bad condition, but that six wooden bridges, being 
Nos. 1, 2, 8, 4, 7, and 9, are suffering from serious decay, As winter is coming on 
immediately, he requests that action be deferred until the beginning of spring. 

T have in consequence instructed him to execute such slight repairs where 
broken parts of the above bridges are in need of it, as will make them fit for 
passenger traffic, and to hand in an exact estimate next spring for complete 
repairs, I shall be obliged if you will communicate the above to the Municipal 
Council,

Survey or Honexew. 


At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers, Mr. A. G. Woop, when 
proposing the passing of the Municipal Accounts for 1887, referred to 
the Survey of Hongkew, then being made by Mr. Dowpaun, and 
mentioned that the sheets of it had been for some time in the hands of 
the Council, but that they had not been accepted as completed in the 
manner called for by the agreement, and that a test survey of a section 
was then being made. 

The test survey of the section selected was received in April last, 
and as it was found to differ materially from the plan of the same section 
made by Mr. Dowpatt, he was informed that the Council could not 
accept the sheets sent in by him, and he was recommended to take 
back all his plans and field books, and to make a correct plan of Hong- 
kew at the average rate of about four sheets per month. 

This was agreed to by Mr. Dowpaut, but owing to unavoidable 
causes he has been rather delayed in making the necessary new sheets 
of the Survey ; they are now nearly finished, and he expects to send in 
the completed, correct plan in the course of the next six or eight months. 
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DisturBancr By JAPANESE Sailors. 


On Thursday the 19th August a slight disturbance ‘took place in 
Hongkew between the natives and some sailors on leave from two 
Japanese men-of-war, but no one was seriously injured although 
knives or dirks were drawn by the Japanese. 


On Friday the 20th the sailors attempted to rescue one of their 
comrades who had been arrested by the constable on duty at the Garden 
bridge for committing a nuisance on the foreshore there, which led to a 
fight taking place between the sailors and the police, in the course of 
which one Indian and one native constable were wounded with knives. 
Eight of the sailors were arrested and taken to the Hongkew Station, 
but were subsequently given up to the Japanese Consul, who promised 
to send them on board their ships to be punished by their own officers, 
as he had no power to deal with them himself. 


The annexed correspondence with the Japanese Consul about the 
affair gives particulars of the sentences passed upon the men by the 
Naval Authorities.

S1m,—Referring to my letter of the 3rd instant, I have now the honour to 
state, that of the eight sailors charged in respect of the late disturbance, two have 
been found guilty and sentenced to fourteen (14) days jiu kanso (severe 
confinement) with reduction of five-tenths of their pay during that period. 

Two sailors, not charged, but concerned in the disturbance and found guilty 
haye been sentenced to three months’ jiu kinko (severe imprisonment) with 
suspension of pay and all other allowances during that period. 

- Six other sailors also not charged, but concerned in the disturbance and found 
guilty, have been sentenced to twenty-one days jiu kanso (severe confinement) 
with reduction of five-tenths of their pay during that period. 

The employé of the Postmaster against whom the charge was lodged with me 
has, considering his minority, been sentenced to one month’s jiu kinko (severe 
imprisonment) with a penalty of two yen.

S1m,—I have the honour to inform you that I have received the following 
petition from Chinese pawn-brokers at Shanghai, comprising the following hongs : 
Tung Ch‘ang, Kung Yih, Kwang Ta, Héng Hwo, Fuh Lai, Yih Ch‘ang, Teh Ta, 
Ngan Shéng, Héng Teh, Kung Tai, Héng Féng, Yiian Lai, Yén Ta, K‘ing 
Feng, K‘ing Yii, Tung Yiian, Tung Hwo, Tung Teh, Hieh Tai, Yih Mao, Ts'in 
Tai :-— 

“ Although there exists no Treaty stipulation authorising foreign traders to 
“open pawn-broking establishments in China, on 2Ist April the “Shen Pao” 
“ published an advertisement that a foreign merchant would on the 27th April, on 
“ the authority of a licence from the Municipal Council, open a pawn-shop under 
“the style of “Kung Ta” next door to the old Police Station, Honan Road, 
“ British Settlement, for the reception on pledge of all descriptions of goods or 
“ articles great or small. 

“ The Petitioners observed this advertisement with great surprise, as knowing 
“ that foreigners are not in the habit of pawning articles in such establishments, 
“ they see that the object of this one must be to receive goods on pledge from Chinese 
“and so to appropriate and remove from Chinese hands their pawn-broking 
“business. The opening of such a shop, for which there is no authority in the 
“Treaty, they consider that they are justified in regarding as an illegal and 
“ unwarrantable proceeding, 

“Every Chinese subject who opens a pawnshop is bound to take out a licence 
“from the Chinese Government, for which he pays a fee, He is also bound to 
“yeceive Government deposits, the interest on which is devoted to Government 
“ purposes, and to pay various monthly taxes in addition. The establishment now 
“ being opened by a foreign merchant merely takes out a licence from the Municipal 
“ Council, and is exempt from all the above expenses, viz.: for licence from the 
“Government, monthly contributions, and the care of Government deposits, and 
“it is evident that there is here an insidious attempt to injure the native pawn-shop 
“ business in contempt of the J'reaty. 

“ Owing to the large increase of late years in the number of unlicensed native 
“| pawn-shops (fp yah,) the legitimate business of the Petitioners has already 
“been seriously encroached upon, causing them serious loss ; in addition to which, 
‘this year, in consequence of a decree from the Board of Revenue at Peking, they 
“ have had to pay the Government dues for 20 years in advance, The latter call 
“‘ they have cheerfully met, in recognition of the protection they expect to obtain 
“ from the Government for their trade. This trade, however, they fear will utterly 
“ collapse if the opening of pawn-shops by foreigners in opposition to Treaty be 
“not carefully looked into and measures taken to check it, and they are driven 
“ by the circumstances above detailed to appeal to Your Excellency and to beg 
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“that an official despatch may ‘be addressed to the British Consul-General 
“ requesting him to give attention to this matter, so that by the prohibition of the 
“ projected new establishment complained of, the Treaty may be respected and the 
“design to infringe it may be frustrated, to the great advantage of the pawn- 
“ broking trade of China.” 

With reference to the above Petition I would observe that as such articles as 
clothes, head ornaments, household utensils and ornaments, in China, are different 
from those which foreigners use, it is evident from the words employed “the 
“ reception on pledge of all descriptions of goods or articles great or small,” that 
the intention of the foreign pawn-broker “Kung Ta” in opening a shop at 
Shanghai is to receive on pledge Chinese articles of clothing, head ornaments, 
utensils, etc., and thus to appropriate the Chinese pawn-broking business and 
deprive Chinese subjects of their profits from the trade in a manner which is not 
allowed by the Treaty. As this is certainly a thing which should not be permitted, 
I feel it my duty to request you, for the protection of the pawn-broking trade of 
China and the prevention of many troublesome disputes, to be good enough to 
move the Municipal Council to withdraw the licence issued and to notify “ Kung 
Ta” that he should not open the shop which he intends,

Sr1r,—The Governor of Formosa represents to me through H.R. the Viceroy at 
Nanking that he has received the Imperial permission to create an official monopoly 
in the Formosa sulphur interest under a system of export permits granted to traders, 
and that he has notified the other provincial Governments aocordingly. Application 
has now been made to the Governor through the Formosa Depét for permission to 
establish a Sulphur Depét at Shanghai, from which the Northern ports as well as 
these provinces will obtain their supplies, The contracting party, by name Yu 
Chung-fu, undertakes to dispose of a minimum of 5,000 piculs a year, during a trial 
period of one year, and to be responsible for all duties and Zekin charges. Persons 
purchasing at the depdt will have to register their names and to give recognisances 
that the sulphur so purchased is for the manufacture of fireworks or for medical 
purposes, and guarantee that they will not use it for munitions of war or dispose of 
it to evil-disposed persons; and the names of the purchasers will be sent ina 

* quarterly list for the head [Formosa] Depét’s information, The contracting party 
proposes that large quantities shall be sold under a permit issued by the Formosa 
office, but small quantities under a triplicate transit-pass issued from the Shanghai 
Dep6t, and that he shall have power to complain to the local authorities if any 
persons endeavour to pass off spurious material as Formosa sulphur, The rules 
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(appended) under which the contractor proposes to act are approved by the Formosa 
Depét, and a seal may be issued for his official use, as requested by him, at the 
various ports to which he may proceed in order to establish branch dep6ts, The 
Formosa head Depét also supports the contractor’s request that the different pro- 
vincial authorities may be duly informed of the arrangements made, so as to 
facilitate the sale of the sulphur, subject to the usual penalties and confiscation in 
case of fraud or of selling other than authorised sulphur, whether by the contractor 
or others, H.E, the Governor of Formosa has acquainted the other provincial 
Governments in the above sense, and notifies the Nanking Viceroy of a first consign- 
ment of 1,000 piculs under charge of Yu Chnng-fu, the contractor in question ; 
the Formosa Depdt has sent me similar information direct. 

The contractor's consignment of 1,000 piculs arrived about six weeks ago, has 
paid duty, and is stored in a depét in the north part of the Settlement, The con- 
tractor also requests me to move you, as Senior Consul, to acquaint the Municipal 
Police of the arrangements made, which I have now the honour to do,

6.—The contractor shall have a seal for his official correspondence and for 
transit-passes, 

7.—The Head Formosa Dep6t to supply blank permits for distribution by the 
Shanghai Depét, and the latter will issue triplicate transit-passes for all sales, 
sending in the office foils once a quarter. 

8.—Security to be given by purchasers as above described, and a list of their 
names to be sent quarterly to the Head Depét. 

9,—The branch offices to have the right of complaining, if persons trading 
under false pretences in authorised Chinese or foreign sulphur interfere with their 
trade,

Proclamation by His Excellency Tstne, Hereditary Noble of the Third Rank 
(Earl), Junior Guardian of the Heir Apparent, a President of the Board of War, 
an Official of the First Rank, Viceroy of the Liang-kiang Provinces (Kiangsu, Anhui 
and Kiang-si.) 

An Earnest Proclamation.— Whereas during the present year, in the Provinces 
of Kiangsu and Anhui, while the high lands have been parched with drought, the 
low lands bordering on the Yellow River have been deluged, causing dearth and 
desolation of which the description is painful to hear, and the sight painful to look 
upon; and whereas I, the Viceroy, having memorialised the Throne, have been 
favoured with a special gracious permission to detain the tribute rice going to the 
Capital by the way of River transport, and have also received instructions from the 
Board of Revenue that there will be awarded official honours and distinctions in 
recompense of money privately subscribed, consisting in official titles, degrees of 
Student of the Imperial Academy and of Honorary Licentiate, and the decoration. 
of the Peacock’s Feather, to animate others to these patriotic sacrifices—an 
Imperial boon which has been met with the unanimous and heartfelt acclamation 
of officials and people,—whereas the distressed districts in Kiangsu and Anhui 
extend nearly one thousand Zi, over an area which it is hopeless to reach with the 
10,000 piculs of tribute rice North of the Yangtsze, while the cry of misery grows 
louder as the coldest winter weather hastens on apace, Now therefore I, the Viceroy, 
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after the most careful reflection, convinced that the only thing to be done is to 
spread far and wide the exhortation to private charity to supplement the insufficiency 
of the public grant, do hereby by this earnest Proclamation entreat all rich persons, 
all gentry, all soldiers and people, to bear in mind the old sayings that “on the 
house of the charitable a hundred blessings shall descend,” and “he that doeth well. 
he shall have happiness.” Oh! Ye who have wealth and high position, and who, 
with hearts full of compassion, use to delight in benevolent and noble deeds, be ye 
sure that long has Heaven, who sees us all, looked down on you with approval! 
Well did ye respond to the cry for help from distant Shansi, Honan, Shantung and 
Chihli. How liberally your subscriptions poured in, and how many were the lives 
that you saved! The misery is now nearer to us, and more pressing. I look, there- 
fore, with all the more confidence, to your coming forward, with emulous ardour, 
stirred by the noble enthusiasm of charity, to contribute what you can to help to 
the comfort of a warm bed all those unfortunates who without such help must die 
of hunger in a ditch, I call upon you on your part to do all you can to second the 
gracious benevolence of His Majesty the Emperor, who imitates Heaven in his 
desire that the people may live and not die! I look to you with full confidence ; 
and I do hereby proclaim to all, that official rewards and distinctions will be 
awarded, in accordance with Regulations, for all money contributed, and that in 
the case of all contributions of extra magnitude, a Memorial will be immediately 
presented applying for extraordinary recognition ; so that all may be stimulated to 
do likewise by the public announcement of your rewards. Let all therefore put 
forward their best endeavours, and let there be no watching of each other and 
waiting to begin !|—An urgent and special Proclamation.

Report of the Trustees of the Eurasian School for the year 1888. 


We have much pleasure in rendering to the Municipal Council our annual report 
of the Eurasian School. The work in connection with it has been carried on as 
usual, and with an encouraging degree of success, 

In the early part of the year there was a falling-off in the attendance of the 
day scholars, but the number has increased again, so that there are now 58 in all 
on the roll, of whom 11 are boarders, the whole consisting of 51 boys and 7 girls, 
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Their education has been efficiently conducted by Mrs. LANNING, and in part by 
Miss Hogan, who left the school on 1st September, and was then succeeded by 
Mrs, Younesoy. 

The institution has been under our constant superintendence, both in the way 
of visitation and personal teaching. 

The various branches enumerated from year to year, such as Reading, 
Writing; Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, Composition, Drawing, Bible instruc- 
tion, ete., have been carefully taught, and the scholars as a whole have shown 
considerable proficiency. Seven of them have been placed under the tuition of 
Mr, LANNING in the Anglo-Chinese school, and, as might have been expected, 
have made gratifying progress. 

The health of the boarders has been uniformly good throughout the year. 

It may be interesting to state that from time to time one or more of the elder 
scholars leave the school for different positions in life or for the Home Lands, and 
encouraging reports have been received as to their conduct and ability. There 
will be removals of this kind during the present year, but we are pleased to think 
they are fairly well fitted for whatever posts they may be required to fill, and 
their training in the Eurasian School will thus be a cause for thankfulness to 
themselves and to their parents and guardians, as well as satisfactory to the 
Trustees and teachers of the Institution. 

The balance in hand at the close of the year, is larger than was expected 
owing to the considerable amount of fees derived from the school, and it would 
have been more were it not partly for bad debts, and partly from the attendance 
and pay being less than the average during a portion of the year, As it is, the 
school is economically conducted, and we are looking for an increase in the number 
of scholars, which is surely possible in the circumstances of the case, while we are 
hoping to enlarge and improve the accommodation for the purpose. This will 
cause a heavy drain on the funds we have on hand. Our chief concern, however, 
is to instruct the children under our care in the knowledge that will be of the 
highest advantage to them, and fit them for whatever spheres of usefulness may 
be within their reach, 

We subjoin a summary of accounts of the school, duly audited, and beg a 
continuance of the grant kindly accorded to us by Municipal Council, as 
indispensable for the maintenance of the school in a state of efficiency, and for the 
repair and enlargement of the buildings that are freely ceded to us through the 
generosity of Mr, Hanpury,

Legal Adviser—The agreement with Mr. A. Rosryson as Legal 
Adviser to the Council was renewed for another year from the Ist 
March 1888 to the 28th February 1889. 

Municipal Surveyor.—In November last Mr. C. B. Cuarx wrote ‘to 
the Chairman tendering his resignation of the appointment of Municipal 
Surveyor on account of failing health, and asking to be relieved of his 
duties in April or May next. The letter was referred to the Works 
Committee for consideration and they submitted the following Minute to 
the Council :— 


' “ Atameeting of the Works Committee in the Board Room on the 22nd instant 
the letter dated 17th November, from Mr. Clark notifying his desire to resign the 
situation as Surveyor on account of failing health, was read and considered, 

“Tn passing it on to the Council for acceptance, the Committee desire to express 
their regret at losing Mr. Clark’s services, and with it their appreciation of the 
capable manner in which Mr. Clark has fulfilled his duties and of the care and 
attention he has given them. In view of the circumstances under which Mr, Clark 
is resigning and to mark their sense of the services he has rendered to the Council 
during his long term of employment, extending over 23 years, the Works 
Committee desire to recommend that he should be awarded a gratuity of one 
year’s salary, say Tis, 4,600, to be paid him when he is about leaving China, 

“The next question considered was that of a successor to Mr, Clark, and the 
Works Committee think it desirable that notice of the vacancy should be 
advertised in the usual manner, and itis for the Council to decide if they will 
confine themselves to applications from places in China, Japan and the Straits, or 
or if they will extend the field of applications to England.” 


The Minute was approved of and it was decided to accept 
Mr. Crarx’s resignation and to grant him the gratuity recommended. 

It was also decided to advertise in the local and home papers inviting 
applications for the appointment of Municipal Surveyor. 

A letter was then written to Mr. Cuark informing him of the 
above decision and expressing the regret of the Council at losing his 
services, 

Applications for the post of surveyor have been invited by 
advertisement in the Local and Home Papers, which will be received 
at the Secretary’s office here until the middle of March.

Assistant Inspector of Markets.—The Council have to regret the 
death in January of Mr. J, A. Wenn, who was appointed Assistant 
Inspector of Markets in 1886, and in recognition of the efficient manner 
in which he performed the duties entrusted to him whilst in the 
employment of the Council, it was decided to award his widow a 
gratuity of Tls.

THE TOWN BAND. 


Tue Boarp. 


Messrs, E. G. Vourtemonr and P, Brunar resigned during the 
year, and the vacancies were filled by Messrs. J. Coorzr and H, Vinay. 


The Committee at present consists of the following gentlemen:—

The Committee have had considerable difficulties to contend with 
during the year under notice. At the commencement of the season the 
Band numbered 23 musicians and the Bandmaster, and has gradually 
been reduced by death, sickness and desertion to 19, at which number it 
stands at present. 

Mr. Costa, whose Agreement did not expire until June 1890, left 
the Band in July last, and although the Committee were aided by the 
Consul for Portugal, they were unable to compel him to fulfil the 
unexpired term of his agreement. 
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One of the Manilamen deserted in October, 2 have died and 2 have 
‘been invalided. 

Steps have taken to engage 6 more musicians to arrive here about 
the end of February next, which will allow the Bandntaster ample time 
to train the men for the Garden Concerts next season. 


New Banp-stanp. 


The Committee are glad to announce that a New Band-stand is in 
course of erection in the Public Garden, and they anticipate a great 
improvement in the music next year in consequence of the improved 
acoustic properties of the new building. 


New Brass Instruments. 


On the recommendation of the Committee, the Council have 
appropriated a sum of Taels 400 to cover the cost of new brass instru- 
ments. 


Iycome anv Expxnpiture, 


The accounts herewith presented show a net Expenditure of 
Taels 6,017.83 against Taels 5,780.03 in 1887, being an increase over 
the appropriation of Taels 17.83. The Receipts for private performances 
of the Band have been Taels 1,518.68, against Taels 1,417.78 in 1887, 
an increase of Tls. 100.90. A detailed statement of the accounts and 
estimate for 1889 will be found on pages 191 and 192. 


Generat Remarks. 


The Band played 122 times in the Public Garden and in the 
Garden of the French Consulate-General and 15 times on the Cricket 
Ground. The conduct of the musicians has been very good. Signor

A very successful and well-attended General Parade of the Brigade 
was held on the night of the 11th August, the cost of which was defrayed 
by special vote from the Council. 


Warcumen at THe Centrat Porior Station. 


The Board, considering that a great saving of time would be 
effected if men were permanently engaged to act as Watchmen on the 
Bell-Tower at the Central Police Station, addressed a letter to the 
Council on the subject, asking for their approval of the Board’s sugges- 
tion. The Council approved of the scheme and authorized the extra 
expenditure that would be incurred. Two Manilamen are now on duty 
by day and night, and the upper part of the Bell-Tower has been 
covered in, forming a comfortable look-out for the men. 


ALTERATION In THE ConsTITUTION or THE Fine DerartMent. 


At a General Meeting of the members of the Fire Department 
held in November last it was decided to alter Article III, so as to 
include the Bubbling Well, Carter and Sinza roads within the limits of 
the operations of the Fire Department, and also to alter Article [V so 
as to make a member of the Fire Department eligible for the post of 
District Engineer, irrespective of the locality in which he resides. The 
following is a copy of the New Articles, which have received the 
sanction of the Council:— 


« Article IIL—That the Foreign Settlements and Bubbling Well 
and Carter Roads, including Sinza, be divided into and known 
as the following Fire Districts :— 

No. 1.—Hongkew, East of Seward road to Yangtsze- 


poo. 
No, 2.—Hongkew, West of Seward road. 


No. 3.—English Settlement, Soochow Creek to Nanking 
road, 


No. 4.—English Settlement, Nanking road to Yang-king- 
pang. 

No. 5,—French Concession. 

No. 6.—Bubbling Well and Carter roads including Sinza. 


And the operations of the S. F. D. shall be within these 
limits, which shall not be passed except in cases of urgent 
necessity and by order of the Chief Engineer. 


“ Article IV.—That there be a Chief Engineer and three Dis- 
trict Engineers, one for the English Settlement, one for 
Hongkew Settlement and one for the French Concession, the 
latter to be of equal standing; when a fire takes place the 
Engineer of the District in which it occurs shall take command 
until the arrival of the Chief Engineer.”

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stored, was completely destroyed. In April 31 houses were burnt in 
the Hupeh road ; in June the match factory of Messrs. Mason, Broruzrs, 
at Sinza, and 35 houses in the Fuhkien road, and in October the 
general store of Sun Yuen in the Honan road, and 51 houses in the 
Fuhkien road. In all 196 houses have been destroyed by fire during 
the year. 
The Brigade rendered valuable assistance in extinguishing the fire 
on board of the Steamer “ Peking” in January last.

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The Income to be derived from the Land Tax, Foreign and Native 
House Tax and License Fees, is put down at about the same amount as 
was received from them last year, but it is expected that the receipts 
from the Native House Tax and License fees will again probably exceed 
the estimates, as the Chinese population in the Settlements is still steadily 
increasing and the number of unoccupied houses decreasing, although a 
great many new blocks of houses have been erected during the year, and 
arrangements are now making for a large extension of building in 
Hongkew. 

Dues on Goods are estimated to bring in less than last year, when 
the receipts from them were larger than it is perhaps prudent to reckon 
upon for the present one. 

The Net Expenditure recommended after deducting the amount to 
be paid into the Sinking Fund and appropriated to the payment of 
Debentures, is Tls. 355,000, against Tls. 338,000 last year. he Police 
Estimates are considerably larger than last year, as the Force will 
consist of 341 men, against 329 in 1888, and provision has been made 
for the amounts due to time-expired men now in the Force, for bonus 
and passage-money, as well as for new men who may come out from 
home in the course of the year. 

The same amounts as last year are provided for the Sanitary 
Department and for Lighting, but for the Nuisance Department there is 
a slight increase, as more coolies are now required for scavenging the 
streets of the Settlements. 

There is an increase in the amount appropriated for the Water 
Supply, the new arrangement made with the Waterworks Company in 
July last providing for a much larger quantity being used for Municipal 
purposes, 

For Public Works the total amount appropriated is much the same 
as last year, the most important item being the sum of Tis. 12,000 for 
new Granite Pavement for the side-walks on both sides of the Nanking 
road extending from the Honan road to the Defence Creek. 

There is an increase in the amount provided for Road Material, 
Labour and Drainage, and a corresponding decrease in the amounts for 
Bridges, Bundings and Buildings. 
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“The usual appropriations are made for the Public Garden, Volunteers 
and Town Band, but there is a large increase in that for the Fire 
Department, which is necessary, owing to the discontinuance of their 
annual contribution by the Agents of the Victoria Fire Engine, and the 
falling off in the Subscriptions from the Native Guilds. 

The same sums as last year are provided for the Eurasian School 
and the Orphanage in the French Concession. 

The sum of Tls. 20,000 recommended to be paid into the Sinking 
Fund includes the Tls, 10,000 annually appropriated for the payment of 
Debentures. 

The Council recommend that the following Rates and Taxes be 
levied :— 

On Land.—4/10ths of 1 per cent per annum on assessed values. 

On Houses occupied by Foreigners.—8 per cent per annum on the 

actual or assessed rental. 


On Houses occupied by Natives.—10 per cent on the actual rental. 
Dues on Merchandize—That the present tariff be continued. 


License Fees.—At the Annual Meeting the Ratepayers decided 
that the License Fee for Wheelbarrows should be increased to 1,000 
cash each per month, but the Council having found it unadvisable 
to enforce this, they have continued during the past year to collect the 
former tax of 400 cash per month, and they recommend that this rate 
should continue to be charged during 1889. 

They recommend that the other license fees should remain on the 
present scale and that a fee of $1.50 each per month should be imposed 
upon the different descriptions of carts now employed in carrying goods, 
coal, building material, etc., about the Settlements, of which there are 
about 40 in use. 

They suggest that the Ratepayers authorize the incoming Council 
to collect as under :— 


Land Tax.—Half-yearly in advance, on and after the Ist days of 
January and July respectively. 


General Municipal Rate—Foreign.—Quarterly in advance, on and 
after the 1st days of January, April, July and October respectively. 
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General Municipal Rate—Native.—Monthly or quarterly, as may 
appear advisable, in advance, on and after the 1st January. 

Dues on Merchandize.—Monthly. 

All such rates and dues being payable at the time specified, and to 
be paid within fourteen days of demand for payment. 

License Fees.—From every house of Public Entertainment, Billiard 
or Bowling Saloon, or Shop, or Store for the sale of Wines, Beer, Spirits, 
Tntoxicating Drugs, Butcher’s Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter-House 
or Livery-Stable, Opium-Shop, Pawn-Shop, Tea-Shop, Native Cart, 
Water-Cart, Boat or Public Vehicle plying, let or used for hire within 
the limits of the Settlement, monthly or quarterly as may appear 
advisable, always in advance. 

From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus, or Dancing Saloon —
